LRADER OF ISLAMIC CONFERENCE DESCRIBES ORGANIZATION'S ROLE

lelemi. Conference Telke to RIYAD: There Heve Been No Contacte with 
Moscow in the Political Sense” 


/‘Text/ The permanent tripartite commission on the issue of Afghanieten, 
which wae formed at the latest conference of foreign miniteterse of the 
Ielemic etetes in Lelamebad, ie etill continuing ite consultations and con- 
tacts preparatory to comducting direct contacts with the parties to the 
iseve, especially the Sowlet Union and the ruling regime in Afghenieten. 
The situation could reeult in the holding of « conference which would as- 
semble these parties at « European capital. As there contects are going 
on, the Palestine Liberation Organisation has requested the holding of an 
emergency meeting of foreign ministers of Lelamic states to discuss the 
aggressions the Zioniet enemy is carrying out ageinet the Palestinian 
people on the occupied territories, the letest of which wae the attempt to 
eeeassinate the three mayors. It ie in thie atmosphere thet the iaport- 
ance of thie talk with Mr Habib el-Chetti, secretary general of the organ- 
ization of the lelamic Conference, arises. 


Thies conversation occurred following hie visit to Syria, Jorden, Tehran 
end France. 


We began the conversation with the results which were achieved following 
his recent visit to Syria, Jordan, Tehran end France, the accomplishments 
the Organization of the Lelamic Conference made during these successive 
meetings, end the goale these vieite were aimed at. He replied: 


“There is no dowbt thet these vielte ere aimed at various goale. My visit 
to Tehran concerned the meeting of the tripartite ministerial committee 
dealing with Afghanistan; thie committee held ite firet meeting in Tehran. 
We discussed the ieeve of Afghenisten from all eepects and decided to make 
contects with all parties to the Afghaniseten probles.” 














/Question/ What results have you obtained from these contracts! 


/Anewer/ In fact, our objective, ae | have said, was to get in touch with 
the parties concerned with the lesue, which are: 


The Lelamic resietance; 
The current regime in Kabul; 
The Soviet Union. 


We have agreed to meet with these three parties to discuss solving the ie- 
eve of Afghanistan with Chem and have agreed that thie should take place 
at @ meeting to be held half « month after the firet meeting, that is, on 
22 July, to @ Buropean capital. In the firet stage we sent invitations to 
the two Afghan parties. I met with the Mojeahedin in Tehran and they empha- 
seized that they would send « united delegation to meet with the commission. 


/Question/ What about the current regime in Kabul? 


/Anewer/ I have sent an invitetion to the current regime in Kabul, on 
grounds that it ie « political govement representing « separate political 
opinion. We have not yet received any anewer from them; perhaps the diffi- 
culty of commnications and contacts ie obstructing our contacts there. 


Ae regards the Soviet Union, | am assigned to carry out what ie called « 
feeler only, and the contacts do not have the political significance of 
dealing deeply with the essence of the iesue. Therefore there is no truth 
to the news which te eteted or ieeved from Moscow 

be diplomatic to the effect that the Soviet Union 
us. Thies te not at iseve and there ie no truth to thie news item, because 
I have not asked that of them, since we have not yet gotten to the stage 
where we will get in touch with the Soviet Union. I do not know how there 
could be « rejection as long as there has not @ request. That is 


etrange. 


/Question/ You have met with Hie Highness Prince Se'ud al-Payeal, the 
foreign minister; what are the iesves which were discussed’ 


/Anewer/ We discussed 411 iesues concerning relations between the Organi - 
zation of the Islamic Conference and the kingdom, foremost among them the 
Palestine cause and the request the Palestine Liberation Organization made 
for the convening of ean urgent conference of Arab foreign ministers as 
soon a6 possible. 


We also discussed the Afghanistan ieeve and the efforts we have exerted 
to solve thie problem. 














We also discussed the position of the Buropean countries and the decisions 
these countries will take in Venice, 


We discussed the iseue of the Lelamic summit conference which will be held 
in the kingdom in January. 


Recently a discussion took place on the exceptional coming session of the 
United Nations General Assembly which will be devoted to Palestine and will 
be held starting next 22 July. 


/Question/ Do you believe chat there will be rapid solution to the Afghan- 
letan teeue and to ridding ite Moslem pelple of the viper of Russian inter- 
vention? 


/Anewer/ I would like to say that it ie natural that my answers should be 
clear and frank. Therefore I do not believe that it will be solved easily, 
because an itesue of this type te not simple or easy to solve. This ts «a 
major country which has intervened militarily in the affaires of a email 
country, and when it ventured om this act it had objectives and aspirations 
it wanted to achieve. 


As far as we are concerned, as Ielamic countries, we cannot be content with 
the fact that Soviet forces remain in Afghanistan. We must act to withdrew 
them from that Moslem country. All I ask is that God give use success in 
this. 


/Question/ Ie there a period of time in which you believe it can be guar- 
anteed that this process is carried out? 


/Anewer/ There is no doubt that we will earnestly etrive to realize 
Afghanistan's freedom from this foreign intervention, but the process will 
not be easy. In fact, we will find many obstacles and various difficuities 
on our way. However, these obstacles and difficulties will not divert us 
from our course. We are determined to continue moving toward the attain- 
ment of ovr goals, which are aimed at having Afghanistan go back to being 
what it was, an independent sonaligned Moslem country. 





We hope that thie action of ours will not take long, but we will carry it 
out, whatever the difficulties ere, and will continue the action whatever 
period thie action might require. 


/Question/ To what extent do you consider there is a congruence of views 
between the Organization of the Islamic Conference and the Arab League’ 


/Anewer/ I do not believe that there is any dispute between the organiza- 
tion and the Arab League, for e basic reason, which is that all countries 
belonging to the Arab League are at the same time members of the Islamic 
Organization. Therefore, when these members attend the Islamic Conference, 
they come to it with a certain kind of agreement and harmony among 














themeelves, because, if there ie any dispute, thie dispuce will always re- 
main outeide, and what we alwaye etrive for is harmony on major worldwide 
feeves. Our basic cause ie Jerusalem, and when | say Jerusalem I say 
Palestine, because almighty glorious God said “The holy mosque whose sur- 
roundinge we have blessed,” and ite surroundings are Palestine. Ase far as 
we are concerned, the term Jerusalem refere to the land which God hae 
blessed, and chat ie Arab Moslem Palestine. On this point, Chere cannot 
be a dispute between the organization and the Arab League, since as I have 
said our goal ie the same, 


There be aleo another goal which ise not lees important than the preceding 
one, and that is to strengthen Islamic solidarity. When we say strengthen- 
ing Lelamic solidarity, we emet turn coward all fields of life, politics, 
economics, society, culture and so forth. When we act with Islamic seolidar- 
ity, owr act concerns the Arab nation, which has half the members in the 
Organization of che Ielamic Conference. Therefore our action in behalf of 
our seminal iesues responds to the cooperation the Arabs aspire to in 
economic, social and cultural spheres, and various spheres. On this oc- 
casion, I personally believe that Arab nationalism and Islamic nationalism 
are integral and that there is nothing which will have the effect of putting 
them in opposition over anything. The Arab nation is pert of the Lelamic 
nation. If the Arab nation is in harmony and is united over goals, that 
will be tantamount to « beginning of construction for the sake of harmony 
and solidarity with the Islamic world. 


Put more clearly, every step which Arab nationalism takes realizes the 
numerous interests of Moslems in general and makes it easy for us to build 
the edifice of Ielamic solidarity. This causes me to be optimistic regard- 
ing the need for cooperation between the organization and the Arab League. 
On this occasion, we must realize that the organization is studying ell 
Islamic issues, including Arab issues. Naturally we do not study particu- 
lar iesves between Arab states, but we do study issues common to the Arab 
nation. 


/Question/ Does the Organization of the Islamic Conference have a role in 
bringing Arab viewpoints closer together with respect to existing disputes? 


/Anewer/ There is no doubt that the Islamic Organization is able to play 
an important role in this sphere, because it deals with all problems and 
tries to boil them down in another framework which will unify people's 

statements, and action as well, in order to cope with our crucial issues. 


The Palestine ceuse, for example. I do not believe that Arabs differ over 
the Palestine cause. When they come to the Islamic Organization, they 
come to it with a single spirit and strong fixed determination. Therefore 
personal disputes must not influence our goale--rather, we must leave them 
to the side and chink about a future which will serve the Arab and Islemic 
nations together. There is ome thing which gust be taken for granted and 
that is that our major enemy is Isreel and the sole danger threatening us 











ie leveel. The capid action which we must Cake is to stand up to lerael, 
in the sense that secondary disputes must not stand in the way of what we 
aspire to Co attain our unity and freedom cogether. 


/Question/ What has been done regarding the recent aggressions the Zioniet 
enemy hae committed to liquidate major Palestinians? 


/Anawer/ What the Lelamic Organization has done regarding these aggressions 
le: 


Ficet, vw have sought to have a Security Council meeting held and have veen 
concerned to have the council tesue a resolution condemming Ierael. 


Second, we have sent a cequest to the International Red Cross to conduct an 
investigation into what is going on in the West Bank. 


Third, we have sent a similar request to the International Human Rights 
Commission to do the same. 


Fourth, we have sent especial letters to all members of Islamic states to 
adopt a position toward this and have explained to them the gravity or the 
situation which the recent aggressions in occupied Palestine have created, 
believing that the aggressions which occurred lately were not a sudden 
event or events directed exclusively at the persons against whom the ag- 
gressions were committed. I believe that it is part of a big scheme which 
will continue and will be aimed at creating a climate of terror among Arabs 
in order to throw them out and force them to emigrate. 


That is, we have explained what Lerael is aiming at to our brothers in the 
Islamic countries and we must resist this without enabling it to influence 
us and frighten us into abandoning territory to it. Thus we feel the need 
for rapid action. We will not let Llerael get what it is aspiring to, as 
it did in the days of the British mandate when it succeeded in creating « 
climate of terror. We can mention what happened in Dayr Yasin as an ex- 
ample, and not just thie alone. 


/Question/ What has happened regarding the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion's request to hold an urgent conference? 


/Anewer/ The Liberation Organization has requested che holding of an 
urgent conference. This might occur in early July and will be devoted to 
reviewing this issve. The Moslem foreign ministers will study a response 
to these aggressions. 


I would like to stress that people can be liberated only by powerful strug- 
gle. By the nature of the case, people struggling for their freedom with- 
out a doubt need aid from their brothers, but they must be strengthened by 
them first. I sent an appeal to the Palestinians on the occupied territor- 
ies when I visited our brother Bassam Shak'ah in the hospital in Amman. 





























Ll sent an appeal for them to continue their struggle and turn these ag- 
eressions into a greater resolution to continue their etruggle until the 
enemy feele that no aggression it commite will deflect us from our deter- 
mination, 


/Queation/ What about the United Nations resolutions--do you believe that 
they will serve our cause or that they are just transitory ones which are 
often repeated’ 


/Anewer/ Naturally these resolutions do not solve the problem but they do 
serve our causes, and | say that they serve our causes from the standpoint 
of Arab pressure on Lerael and the United States of America, which supports 
it. The stronger this pressure is, the more we will bring about a reduc- 
tion of the United States of America's contributions to Israel or even the 
with’ rawal of American support fur lerael. 


/Ques: .on/ Finally, what is required of you as a political organization? 


/Answer/ We, as a political organization, are required to perform this 
political action in order to reach our goals, which are: 


Pirsc, to put pressure on America (political pressure abroad). 
Second, to confront Israel (revolution within). 


While this action of ours is political, accompanied by the decisive revo- 
lution which we are witnessing in the occupied territories by our Palestin- 
ian brothers, which we are all hailing, we must continue and stress our 
continuing struggle to obtain our usurped rights. 


Therefore, when these two acti. are combined, it will be possible to 
reach our goals. 


/Question/ What about war? 


/Ansver/ That is the one thing which is left. That decision is not one 

of the jobs of the organization. It is what countries decide when they 
have access to the resources to make that job succeed. However, as long 
ase we have not decided on war, it is necessary for us to continue the two 
abovementioned actions, which are revolution within, firstly, and political 
pressure outside. 


Through these two acts we will achieve many goals which will guarantee 
that we will reach our desired goals.

DEVELOPMENT OF AIR DEFENSE FORCES DISCUSSED 
Cairo AL-AKHBAR in Arabic 1 Jul 80 p 7, Li 


[Interview With Maj Gen Sayyid Hamdi, Commander of Air Defense Forces, by 
Paruq al-Shadhili, in Cairo; date not given) 


[Text] Maj Gen Sayuid Hamidi, the commander of the air deters forces, has 
spoken to AL~AKHBAR about steps to develop the air defen» i. «6 and supply 
them with the latest equipment. The equipment, includ’. missiles, will 
cover all parts of Egypt. He has also said that studies he results of 

the October war are currently underway in order to prepare ue plan for 
developing the air defense. The development plan includes the eastern weapons 
used by the air defense forces. The following is the text of the interview 
with the commander of the air defense forces: 


[Question] The entire world has attested to the accomplishments of the 
Egyptian air defense forces in the October 1973 war--accomplishments that 
are well-known to all. Can your excellency tell us the accomplishments that 
the Egyptian air defense has realized since the October war? 


Benefiting From Results of October War 


[Anewer] A profound study has been made of the results and lessons of the 
glorious October var. These lessons have been put to use in preparing the 
plans to develop tne air defense forces, to develop the military doctrine 
rad to develop the military meats and tactics of the air defense furces and, 
subsequently, to develop the available eastern equipment and to introduce 
engineering and technical modifications on this equipment to improve its 
performance in the face of the most modern aircraft. All this has been done 
with the efforts of the combatant in the Egyptian air defense forces and on 
the basis of the combat experience gained in the October 1973 war. 


Development of Eastern Weapons 


The development and modernization have not been confined to what I have 
just mentioned. There is another sphere of major importance, namely 
developing and prolonging the life of the eastern weapons and equipment 





that we heave, There is ne dowbt that these weapons constitute a national 
wealth and @ trust in eur hands, We have been able to overcome all the 
difficulties, thanks te our experte and our military plants and the help of 
some Huropean companics epectalieed in thie field, We have acquired some 
complementary equipment that hae added « lot to the eastern weapons, Our 
plante have alee been able to produce critical epareparte for the eastern 
weapone with the assistance of some western companies. it can be consequently 
said that we have succeeded in solving these probleme, 


vivereifying Sources of Weapon 


Ae a result of the historic decision of President Muhammad Anwar al -Sadat, 

the leader in war and in peace, to diversify the sources of weapons, contracts 
have been concluded with Buropean countries and with the United States for 
vatious types of air defense weapone and equipment. These weapone and equip 
ment are manufactured in accordance with the latest accomplishments of the 
20th century technology and in accordance with the specifications eet by 

the Egyptian air defense on the baste of the combat experience gained from 
the Getober 197) war. 


The delivery of these weapone and equipment and their preparation for combat 
ie considered 4 gajor accomplishment that soves the air defense forces to 

the age of the modern western technology. Some of these weapons have actually 
begun to enter the service in the air defense forces, thus crowning the 
previous efforts to prepare and get ready for absorbing thee. 


Moet Modern Firing Range 


Moreover, the latest and biggest firing range for air defense missiles in 
the Middle East will be opened in the next few weeks, God willing. All the 
equipment for this range has been 
applied to ite construction. This 
in their capabilities to the gost 
ali the Arab and friendly countries, not 
this range attests to the superior ability of air 

absorb and use advanced technology. It will aleo contribute a lot 
practical training of the air defense weapons and to t 
and their combat readiness. 


U.S. Weapon Deals 


[Question| What hase been the share of the Egyptian air defense of the U.S. 
weapon deals, when are these weapons expected to arrive in Egypt and what 
ie their impact on the Egyptian air defense?’ 








[Anewer) I have pointed out that contracts have been concluded with the 
United States for some air defense equipment. It is no secret that the 
sophisticated Hawk surface-to-air gissiles are a part of these contracts. 
It i# not necessary for we to divulge the size of the weapons for which 








contracts have been concluded with the United States of the dates of their 
delivery, However, | aseert that these weapons and equipment will be on the 
Rayptian sell as soon ae the training of the Egyptian technical cadres 
necessary tO operate (hem=-cadree that are being trained in both Egypt and 
the United Statee--ie completed, 


Mereever, the volume of theee weapone ie considered appropriate and com- 
patible with the neede of the air defense forces for the already mentioned 
development plane. Moreover, the Igyptian air defense hae asked for the 
introduction of some modifications on these weapons and equipment to make 
them compatible with the requirements of tactical wee by the Rgyptian air 
defense forces on the basis of the combat experience of the Getober 197) war, 
the U8. eide hase agreed to the sodifications and they are being wade, 


Puture of Ale Defense 


[Question] We know that the air defense constantly uses the latest accomp)l ieh- 
mente of ecience and technology. Does thie have anything to do with what hae 
been announced about requiring the Air Defenee College graduates to get 4 
B.S. in electronic engineering in addition to the 8.5, in eiliteary ectences 
and what ie the effect of thie development on the future of air defense’ 


[Anewer) Dealing with air defense equipment requires the officers to attain 
a high level of command of many of the engineering sciences. Radar, which 
ie the backbone of air defense, ie coneidered fundamentally the ecience of 
electronics. The siesiles that cruise at many times the epeed of sound 
require full knowledge of the eciences of air dynamice and of rocket pro- 
pellere and whatever ecientific theories are connected with thea. 


Moreover, giseile and fighter plane guidance systems use electronic computers 
extensively and depend on sutomatic-control theories. Moreover, some of 
these syeteme use infra-red raye or laser beame. 


Detecting and shooting down aircraft through the use of radar follows 
mathematical lawe that are within the ephere of the theory of probabilitics. 


All theese are examples of some of the engineering sciences needed by the 
air defense officers.

LAWS ISSUED GON ESTABLISHMENT OF ARMED FORCES MEDICAL ACADEMY

[Text) Law No 118 of 1980 Amending Some Provisions of Law Wo 57 of 1979 on 
Eetabliehment of Military Medical Academy in Armed Forces: 


In the name of the people, 
The president of the republic announces: 


The People's Assembly hase ratified the following lew and we have promulgated 
it: 


Article One 


The phrase “chairmen of the sedical services of the air, navel and air defense 
forces” shall be replaced by the phrase of “the directors of the institutes 
under the control of the academy” sentioned in the formation of the Higher 
Council of the Military Medical Academy stipulated in article 5 of law No 57 
of 1979 on the creation of the armed forces Military Medical Academy. 





Article Two 


The text of the first paragraph of article 9 of the aforementioned law No 57 
of 1979 shall be replaced by the following text: 





Article 9. The Academy Council shall be formed in the following manner: 
The head of the Military Medical Acedemy ae chairman. 


The deputy chairman of the training staff as member. The chief of staff of 
the Medical Services Administration as member. The directors of the ineti- 
tutes under the academy's control as members. The armed forces chief surgeon 
ae member. The chief internal medicine specialist in the armed forces as

member, The ost senior heade of the special sections according to their 
academic [al-'timiyah) seniority as members, Five professors of the Egyptian 
uhiversities with qualifications and experience in the goale for which the 
academy ie established and appointed ae @embere on a decision by the minister 
of defense on the nomination of the academy's Higher Council after consultation 
with the Higher Council of the Universities and with the authorities concerned, 
Their appointment shall be for a term of 2 renewable yerre, 


The deputy chairman of the Academy of Higher Clinical Studies ae secretary, 
Article Three 


Thies law shall be published in the Official Gazette and shall go into effect 
on the day following ite publication, 


Thie law shall be stamped with the seal of the state and shall be implemented 
ae one of the etate lave,

[Text] Minieter of Justice Decree No 1994 of 1980 on Establishment of Lower 
[jue'tyah) State Security Courte im Cairo, Alexandria and al-Jisah: 


The sinister of justice, 


After perusing the judiciary authority Law No 46 iesued in 1972 and the 
approval of the general assemblies of the courte of first inetance of southern 
Cairo, Alexandria and al-Jizah, 


Hae decided: 


Article 1. A lower court shall be set up in Cairo Governorate to try lower 
state security cases. Ite juriediction shall cover the area of jurisdiction 
of the two courte of firet instance in southern and northern Cairo. Ite 
offices shall be located in the Courte Complex on al-Jala' Street. 


Article 2. A lower court shall be set up in Alexandria Governorate and shall 
try lower estate security cases. Ite jurisdiction shall cover the area of 
juriediction of the Alexandria court of firet instance, except for Maree 
Matruh District. Ite offices shall be located at the Court of Firet Inetance-- 
‘arabi Complex. 


Article 3. A lower court shall be set up in al-Jizah Governorate and ehall 
try lower state security cases. Ite juriediction shall cover the area of 
jurtediction of al-Jizsh Court of Firet Inetance, except for the provincial 
centers of al-Seff, al-'Ayyat and al-Bedrashin. Ite offices shall be located 
in the premises of 41-Duqqi Lower Court. 


Article 4, This decree shall be published in AL-WAQA'I' AL-MISRIYAH and shall 
go into effect on 1 June 1980.

[Article: "Nabawi lema'il Announces at Graduation Ceremony of Two Groupe at 
Commanders Institute: New Powers for Security Directore and Strengthening 
of Police in Governorates; Strict Control of Prices and Fight Againet

[Text] Nabawi lema'il, the deputy prime minister and the minister of interior, 
hae announced giving new powers to the security directors to enable them to 
face their responsibilities and to boleter the police agency in all the 
governorates with the means of transportation and with modern scientific 
means. 


lema'il Nabawi asked the policemen to exercise strict control over prices 
and to fight any deviation. He has said that the most important police 
responsibilities are to confront the attempts of the hostile foreign forces 
to undermine the peace march. 


At a ceremony to graduate two batches from the Commanding Police Officers 
Inetitute, Nabawi said: The most important responsibilities of the police 
forces in bolstering the peace march include creating an atmosphere of 
security and reassurance and confronting any attempt seeking to undermine 
the atmosphere of stability and security prevailing on our domestic front 
and to damage the atmosphere of freedom and democracy which President al- 
Sadat is eager to provide to our homeland. 


Nabawi lema'il has also said: We believe in working according to a system 
free of complexes and fear and in keeping clear off the conventional methods 
eo as to raise the level of our performance to the dimensions of the problems, 
accumulations and challenges facing us. lema'il has aleo stressed the need 
to exert efforts to put an end to centraliem in decision making, to boleter 
the local authorities, to release their capabilities and to provide them 

with all the means of success. 
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lema'il added; The ministry's plan in thie phase is based on strengthening 
the police agency in all the governorates with the meane of traneportation 
and with the @odern scientific meane, on developing all the laws and regu- 
lations and on giving the security directors powere and juriediction to 
enable them to face their responsibilities, 


Nabawi lema'il has aleo etressed the need to exercise stricter control over 
prices and to mobilize a) the capabilities of the security agency to secure 
the people's food and to fight any deviation, 


Maj Gen ‘Abd-al-'Agim Lashin, the Commanders Inetitute director, had earlier 
delivered an address in which he explained the inetitute's work plan which 
hae led to doubling the number of graduating officers,

[Text| For the first time in Egypt, 16 regional radio stations will be 
constructed to cover all governorates of the republic (see map on following 
page|). The construction of 10 stations will start by the end of this 
year, and will take 5 years to complete. This will strengthen the role 
played by these stations in furthering comprehensive development in the 
regions, in keeping with the total independence which President a1-Sadat 
has given to the various provinces. 


What is the full story of these stations and the methods of financing 
them? What are the construction priorities, and will each governorate 
have a regional atation, or will there be a regional station for more 
than one governorate’ 


Also, what is the connection between these stations and the mother sta- 
tion in Cairo? And what programs will these stations carry compared 
with the programs presented by the Cairo station’ 


Safwat al-Sharif, chairman of the board of directors of the Radio and 
Television System, says that “in light of the directives of President 
al-Sadat on strengthening broadcasting so that the voice of Egypt will 
reach the most remote village and hamlet, we decided to plan that our 
regional radio stations should have two objectives. First, they would 
be relay stations to help strengthen transmission, so that the mother 
station could reach far places of the countryside. At the same time, 
they would be regional stations reflecting the activities of the region, 
promoting ite daily life and helping to achieve its progress. We will, 
thereby, have saved time by accomplishing two objectives simultaneously.” 


Safwat al-Sharif goes on to say: “The new plan of action which is now 
under way involves the construction of 16 regional stations, 10 of which 
will be built over the next 5 years.” 
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\Map of Planned Network of Regional Radio Stations! 
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With regard to the sites of these stations, the plan includes both Upper 

and Lower Egypt. Opportunity in Upper Egypt with regard to the construc- 
tion of these stations is great, because work is now under way on strengthen- 
ing the stations which tranemit the General Program, the Koran and the 

People Program, This provides an opportunity to utilize [unused resources | 
after the strengthening operation is completed in the conatruction of the 
regional stations in Upper Egypt." 


The chairman of the board has sent urgent letters to all governors in the 
republic on taking the initiative in serving the national and regional 
objective of constructing regional stations by setting aside the necessary 
land for these stations. The letter contains their construction, stating 
that the land should not be more than 5 km from the center of the provin- 
cial city, and should be a good site which would facilitate hooking up 
public utilities, 


The system will send teams of radio engineering experts to the governorates 
which hasten to respond to the chairman of the board and which want a 
regional station in their province. The team will inspect the site, judge 
ite suitability and draft the designs for the new station. It will then 
submit ite report to the chairman of the board of directors on the suit- 
ability of the site, so that a start can be made in arrangements for im- 
plementation. A timetable will be laid down for installation of the 
antennas for these stations. 


The system will install the equipment required for construction of the sta- 
tion after approving the decision of the team on the suitability of the 
site for construction of a regional station in the governorate. Priority 
will be given to the governorate which is most responsive to the chairman 
of the board of directors. 


Increasing the Independence of Local Government 


Safwat al-Sharif says: “Establishment of these stations will serve a 
specific philosophy ultimately aimed at accomplishing the hopes of the 
president about the independent character of local government and the 
achievement of comprehensive regional development. This philosophy has 
now become clear in the reorganization of the state, since the president 
has given the governors all necessary powers and resources of the govern- 
orates, so as to marshal all their capabilities toward reconstruction and 
prosperity in the climate of democracy presently enjoyed by the country." 


With regard to the nature of these stations, Safwat al-Sharif says: “They 
will not be central stations in the usual sense of the term, but will be 

a product of the environment, addressing themselves to local society and 

the various segments of the populace in a manner adapted to their cul- 

ture, customs, traditions and the nature of local work. These stations 

will differ from one governorate to another, from an agricultural governor- 
ate to an industrial governorate, from a governorate with a high educational 
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level to one where there is a great deal of illiteracy, from a society 
where women use Makeup to one where they are still veiled, and froma 
society with a high artiatic level to one which has an illustrious his- 
toric cultural background. 


These atations will be characterized by their ability to adapt themselves 
to the society of the region--stationa of a new type which do not carry 

a one-sided media message, but are able to communicate with the man in 
the street in the region and motivate him to take part in the decision 
making process. 


These stations will combine mass and individual communication. The citi- 
zen will hear himself on them, since they will ultimately express his 
problems, his hopes and his pains, and propel him toward a better future. 
They will provide an opportunity to play up the talent available in the 
rural areas in various spheres of life. The talents can glitter on the 
regional stations and even surpass those of the main station in Cairo in 
the areas of ideas, literature, art, economy, law, agriculture, industry, 
etc. In fact, there will be competition between these stations and the 
mother station in discovering new talents and in the various aspects of 
the arts which they will present to the masses. 


Studies prepared in this regard suggest the construction of a major 
regional station to be called "Central Delta Regional Station." Its 
range would cover the governorates of al-Gharbiyah, al-Minufiyah, Kafr 
al-Shaykh, al-Buhayrah, al-Daqahliqh and Damietta. It would carry 18 
hours of programs daily. These wou'd be distributed equally among the 
6 governorates, so that each governoi ate would have 3 hours of programs 
dedicated to it. These special programs would be channeled through the 
Central Radio Coordination Office whose experts would set the proper 
timing of each governorate's programs. 


Studies and reports also suggest the possibility of combining two 
governorates for coverage by | station. The two governorates would join 
hands in drawing up a joint plan for programs beamed to them. This idea 
would apply to adjacent states. Each station would still have 3 hours 
of special programs dedicated to it. 


The plan also contemplates construction of a major regional radio station 
in Lower Egypt which would serve the 5 governorates of al-Jizah, 
al-Sharqiyah, al-Qalyubiyah, Bani Suwayf, and al-Fayyum [al-Jizah, Bani 
Suwayf and al-Fayyum are in Upper Egypt]. It would carry 15 hours of 
programs which would be distributed so that each governorate would have 
its share of 3 hours of special programs. 


The plan leaves it up to the governors to decide that each governorate 
should have its own station, if they de not favor the idea of a major 
station. The chairman of the board of directors says: "In this regard, 
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the Radio and Television System does not at all object to the idea of 
establishing a station in each governorate, if the governor provides 
all necessary facilities to do so to the system. This is especially 
80, since our objective is that each governorate should have a etation, 
if possible.” 


The plan seeks to eatablish seven regional stations in Upper Egypt in 
al-Minya, Asyut, Sawhaj, Qina, Naja’ Hammadi, and Aswan and New Valley. 
The latter will serve al-Khariyah, al-Dakhihah and al-Bahriyah regions 
and Baris. There will also be two major stations, the first in the Red 
Sea governorate, serving the areas of al-Ghardaqah, al-Queayr and Ra's 
Gharib, and the second in al-'Arish, serving the Sinai areas. 


The Link With the Mother Station 


With regard to the link between the regional stations and the mother 
station in Cairo, Safwat al-Sharif says: The plan is for a link between 
these stations and Cairo, so that there will be no isolation after con- 
struction of these stations. In fact, the plan calls for a sort of tie-in 
through allocation by the mother station of certain programs for broad- 
casting by the regional stations. By the same token, some regional pro- 
grams will be carried by Cairo. In fact, ail these stations can join the 
wavelength of the mother station in Cairo on national occasions or for 
important events. Moreover, the regional stations will have to avail 
themselves of the expertise of the mother station with regard to poli- 
cies, planning, operations, and the social news portion of news programs. 


The power of the central station in Cairo will be increased on all wave- 
lengths so as to reach the various regions, so that their people can 
learn the ideas of Cairo, and so that regional station workers may be 
able to adapt ideas they like into their own broadcasts. The station of 
the people will be the central station with regard to the regional sta- 
tions, because its programs address themselves to all segments of society 
in the various provinces of Egypt.

CAIRO AIRPORT PLAGUED BY CASES OF FALSE TRAVEL DOCUMENTS 
Cairo AL-AHRAM in Arabic 19 Jul 80 p 6 


[Article: "Decisive Steps at the Airport To Cope with Wave of Forged 
Travel Documents Totaling 200 Cases a Month"| 


[Text] Strict measures have been taken at Cairo International Airport to 
cope with a serious wave of forgery of travel documents that has appeared 
recently. Maj Gen 'Isam al-Ramali, director general of travel documents 
and migration, and Maj Gen Muhammad al-Manshawi, director of the Port 
Police Department, have issued instructions to passport officers not to 
complete action on any passport, unless its holder himself is in front 

of them when action on the passport is completed. Passport officers 

are also instructed not to complete action on passports if any airport 
worker, who has a permit to enter the customs area, tries to assist any 
traveler in his passport arrangements. Th s came about after Brig Gen 
‘Abd al-Ra'uf Hasan, director of passports at the airport, discovered a 
number of attempts to travel on forged passports with the help of some 
persons who hold permits to enter the airport and work there. 


Airport passport authorities have discovered about 200 cases of forgery 

in a single month, mostly by persons from rural areas of Egypt traveling 

abroad, who fell victim to gangs of confidence men. Each victim paid 600 
pounds to one of these gangs to obtain a forged certificate of [fulfill- 

ment] of military service, or a forged passport, or a personal or family 

identity card falsifying his age so as to be able to travel abroad. 


The new type of passport is expected to put a stop to passport forgery 
operations. 
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WORK OF NUCLEAR MEDICINE CENTER EXAMINED

nosing Cancer, Heart Diseases and Heart Attacks With Atom; Treatment Ie 
Pree and at Economic Prices for Able") 


{Text} An Egyptian patient can now have hie heart or hie kidneys treated 
and have hie ailment diagnosed very accurately. 


He can aleo have any tumors that he may develop, even if they are malignant, 
diagnosed very accurately. There is no reason for concern, Early discovery, 
specialized physiciane and the right treatment will wipe out the disease. 


At @ distance of a few steps and in the new building behind the Meridian~-the 
building of the National Nuclear Medicine Center, the patient can, free of 
charge, reassure himself about hie health, can have any disease discovered 
early and can have the treatment method and procedure determined. 


AL- JUMMURIYAH hae interviewed the center family on the nature of the center, 
ite work, the geaning of ouclear medicine, how Egypt has entered this sphere 
and the possibilities of the success of our scientists in this precise 
branch of sedicine. 


The interview began with Dr Malmud Mahfuz, the international radiology expert, 
@ former sinister of health and the present center chairman. 


Dr Mahmud Mabfure has said: I will not be far from the truth if I say that 
the National Nuclear Medicine Center is the firet of ite kind in the Middle 
East. But how have we brought it up to this degree of capability? 


Dr Mahfuse has said that Egypt entered the age of nuclear sedicine years ago, 
but very slowly and gore carefully. We had one floor in Qeer al~-‘'Ayni 


Hospital and had equipment with very limited capabilities. Why? 











The center chairman anewers: Because the use of the atom in treatment requires 
highly specialized studies and extremely precise apparatuses that need a 
building with spectal specifications, You will find ay words to be true when 
you study the building and ite equipment and the system of operation inside 

it, You will then realise how extremely precise is the equipment and the 
system of operation inside the building. 


Curative Diagnosis 


Dr Shawqi al-Haddad, the center deputy chairman who holds the highest degrees 
of epectalization in nuclear treatment and curative diagnosis, takes part in 
the interview, We can now, saye Dr al-Haddad, use the atom euccesefully in 
curative diagnosis, We can diagnose with the atom any irregularity in the 
body's functions, We can, for example, diagnose heart attacks in their 

early stages. Naturally, any successful treatment depends fundamentally 

on the successful diagnosis of a disease in ite early stages. 


Moreover, says the center's deputy chairman, we can use the atom in evaluating 
the performance of the kidneys or any irregularity in the functions of the 
heart. We can aleo measure the glandular hormones, such as those of the 
thyroid glands or the endocrine glands. We can also discover any abnormal 
cells in the liver and can determine the right cure immediately in order to 
protect this regulator of the body's vital functions. 


Blockage of Lung Capillaries 


As for patients with chest diseases, the blockage of any lung capillaries or 
the presence of lung pus--which conetitute extreme danger to 4 cancer 
patient--can aleo be discovered. An early discovery of euch pus through use 
of the atom helps greatly to follow the right method of treatment. 


We then gove to the second part of nuclear sedicine, namely treatment by 
radiation. This means the uee of the atom for treatment. Dr Shawqi a]-Haddad 
says: We have succeeded in treating a number of diseases by the use of the 
atom. These were hopeless cases are now improving or on their way to 
improving, especially cancer patients. 


Free Treatment 


Dr Shawqi adds that treatment is free daily in the morning only. There is 
also the system of economic treatment at soderate fees from 1500 to 1700 
[daily]. Bwen though the center is new, nearly 3,000 patients, of whose 
1,300 are cancer patiente, frequent thie center. 


The presence of the center makes it unnecessary for a patient to go abroad 
[for treatment] and saves a lot of foreign currencies that be channelled 
toward the purchase of more sophisticated equipment to be used in the center. 
What is important, says Dr Shawgi al-Haddad, is that the equipment that the 
center has makes it unnecessary for a patient to go abroad for treatment. 
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\We have) nuclear scanners that determine very accurately the location of 
tumore in the body and that give the physician an accurate reading of the 
siege of these tumore and, consequently, help him determine the method of 
treatment at the right time and im the right way, 


We aleo have the (Gamma Camera) apparatue which te the latest apparatus 
Cxieting in similar furopean centers, Thies apparatue ie linked te @ computer 
and through it, we can examine any part of the body, The physician can 
determine the type of disease on a television screen during the examination, 
We can also notice any irregularity and record it on the computer and can 
then refer to the data whenever he needs, As for treatment by radiation, Dr 
al-HWaddad says (that the radiation laboratory room hae actually been set up 
and equipped with a capacity of 20 willion volte of cobalt and that it is the 
latest in the ephere of tumor treatment, This room will go inte — 
shortly. These pieces of equipment and others are valued at } million 
pounds. They require constant maintenance and periodic checking because 

they are extremely sensitive, 


Dr Jabir Ziyad, the young Egyptian researcher, then picks up the conversation 
to say: These apparatuses give the physician a very accurate picture and do 
not expose the patient to any side effecte--such as in the case of some heart 
diseases for which it is difficult to make an (astra). 


Equipment Maintenance 


The first problem or issue brought up by the center's physicians and tech- 
fhiciane ie the iseve of aaintenance. 


Dr Jabir Ziyadah and Engineer ‘Abd-al-Halia Ibrahim say that any irregularity 
in any apparatue requires 4 specialist that we have to summon from abroad. 
The same applies to epareparte. The center is exerting efforte at present 
to provide a team of engineers specialized in maintenance, to train the center 
phyeiciane on gaintenance of the equipment and to encourage innovatore to 


design spareparte for thie equipment. 


Dr Shawqi al-Haddad, the center's deputy chairman, says that the center makes 
it conditional when concluding contracts to purchase any apparatue that the 
company winning the contract have @ maintenance center in Egypt. 


Dr Hasanah Mustafa says: Nuclear medicine is a new ephere for research and 
discovery. Therefore, only 4 truly enthusiastic physician entere thie ephere. 
The team operating the apparatuses is comprised of } professors, an aesistant 
professor, § instructors, 4 aseietent instructors and 36 technicians. This 
team needs to keep up with the ecientific developments constantly. This is 
available to us because there are agreements with similar centers in the 

PRG, Prance, the United States and England. But what surprises Dr Hasanah 

is that the regulations applying to the workers of the Nuclear Energy 
Authority do not apply to the workers of this center and that these workers 
have no material priviliges other than an allowance of } pounds [monthily). 











Material Temptatione 


The material |money) problem becomes clearer when presented by Dr Jabir 
Ziyadah, the inetructer at the center) 


Regrettably, the lack of any ®ateriel priviliges stands as 4 stumbling block 
in the face of creating a second line or training second and third line 
cadres to take charge of the center after ue, Moreover, we are not allowed 
to open (private) clinics because nuclear substances can be imported for 
scientific centers only, Besides, the cost of nuclear equipment is very 


high. 
Medicine le Sacred Profession 


Despite of the center workers’ awareness of the material problem, enthusiess 
for work in thie ephere urges young physicians to join the center. Dr Mamduh 
Hajjaj, who works in the center, eaye: I have graduated with an evaluation 
of ry good” and with @ mention in the honor list, I have chosen the 

field of nuclear medicine because it ie new. | know that nuclear medicine 

is no means for profit [enrichment] but I am satisfied and happy with science. 


Cancer Can Be Treated 


Dr Muna Najjar, the newest physician in the center, says: My grandfather and 
atandmother died of cancer. Thies ie why I have the desire to research and 

to learn about thie disease and why | have chosen to work in thie field.

LIBERATION writes: 


The Iragie feel that the time for the implementation of “the great pian,” 
which Baghdad had always been thinking of, has finally arrived, thie, 
despite the fact that contemporary history has turned Iraq into an 
“eternally isolated etate.” To make ite dream come true, Iraq is holding 
three winning cards. Relying on ite huge of] revenue, Iraq had been able 
to build @ strong economy.

These three factors have helped bring Iraq and Saudi Arabia closer to 
each other on an equal basis. It may not be an exaggeration to claie 
that they are talking about the exietence of a Baghdad-Ried axie which 
will aleo include Jordan. Thies is, in fact, the firet etep toward « new 
coalition designed to fight “contagious” Iranian revolution, influenced 
by the Soviets. 


The adoption by Saudi Arabia of « more hostile position against lereel, 
particularily with regard to the question of the Holy City, it hase made 
it possible for the alliance to remain safe from being accused of being 
4 toy of the United States. At the same time, 411 indications point to 
the fact that the Patah organization, the most iaportant wing of the 
PLO, which no longer hase cordial relations with Damascus, is in favor of 
the alliance especially now that their forces are locked in Lebanon in 
fighting with the Shi'ite Moslem: of the “Amal” organization who support 
iran. 


In the long run, Pakieten and Turkey could join the axis, for they pursue 
the same goal for shrewd reasons. Considering the present deadlock in 
the Camp Devid agreements, Egypt could be accepted in the alliance at 
the price of breaking relations with Iereel, which could be justified 
because of the policy Begin ie pureuing at the present tine. 











le thie a foretelling? Recent turmoil in Libya is, no doubt, related 
with thie change of direction, and recent religious clashes in Syria, 
where Moslem brotherhood receive ite arm from Saudi Arabia and undergo 
military training in Jordan, are all connected with thie axis. 


in thie connection, advantage le taken of religion and a Sunni front te 
created to face the Shi'ite revolution. The Syrian ‘Alawites (Hafiz 
al-Assad is one of them) are some kind of Shi'ites. lerael could dis- 
rupt all these arrangements by continuously keeping the tension high at 
ite bordere until it reaches the no return point and another war ie 
erupted giving the Soviet Union the chance to return to the area with 
strength.

Relations betveen Syria and Iraq was not good. it is worse now. With 
the expelling of Syrian diplomate from Baghdad last week on charges of 
spying, their differences have broken open now. 


Damascus expresses regret for the “petty dispute” at a time when "soli- 
darity and common action by Arab estates against plote and aggression is 
vital.” 


Iraq can say the same thing with the difference that by “plot” and 
“aggression,” Syria means “American iaperialies” and “Zioniem" but for 
iraq it means Iran and the Soviet Union. 


In these two cases everything separates Syria and Iraq from one another. 
Syria ie the Soviet ally in the Arab vorid and has not condemned the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan while Iraq has done so in a strong tere. 


From the very beginning, Syria supported the Iranian revolution. Iraq 
took the opposite direction and publicly condemmed it. Wot a single day 
passes without border clashes between the two countries and Iraqi leaders 
have publicly given aid to anti-Khomeyni elements in exile especially to 
the shah's chief of staff General Oveysi and to former Prime Minister 
Shapur Bakhtiar.

{Text} During an interview with a reporter of the PARS WEWS AGENCY, ‘Ali 
Akbar Parvaresh, deputy for Esfahan and deputy epeaker of the lelamic 
Consultative Assembly, has placed at hie disposal « document concerning 
the bishopric of Esfahan. In the course of thie interview, Parvaresh has 
stated that religious missionaries were introduced into Iran on ‘s 
initiative: they are under joint protection of England and the United 
States and they place at the disposal of these two countries the resulte 
of their spying. He added that documente were disclosed by the lelamic 
Revolutionary Guards Command in Eefahen that clearly connect thie ineti- 
tution with the United States, England and the regime that grabbed 
Jerusalem. As an example of these documents may serve a letter dated 

30 December 1960 sent by the British Embassy to the Bishopric of Esfahan, 
which mentions Queen Elizabeth as the aother of the Episcopal Churches and 
recommends emphatically that prayere be eaid for the President of the 
United States after church services. In another document connected with 
the unsuccessful coup d'etat plot in Iran it ie said that 500 million 
American dollars were sent by the CIA to the bishopric to be distributed 
among counterrevolutionaries. 






As regards “bishop Hasan Dehqani,” ‘Ali Akbar Parvaresh said that he was 
the priest of the “Luke's” Church, who took advantage of religious feel- 
ings of the youth for adverse propaganda and deception of the young 
people.

totally prepared to defend the existence of the country and the government 





whieh has come into being through @ revolution in order to put up 4 re 
sletance in the face of the piractes of foreign enemies and their domestic 
accomplices." 


The president added, “Iran today te witnessing the creation of « nation 
whieh Le prepared to etend in the face of conspiracy and resist with all 
ite being and the participation of each of ite individual members.” 


The president added, ‘According to the reporte we have received and the 
relatively etrong, clear information we have attained, thie historic 
nation's enemies have finally determined to bring uve to our knees through 
conspiracy and agitation. Forces have been readied outside our borders to 
be used to invade our country.” 


The Manifestation of Pasciewm in the Present Era 


He went on, “The candidate for the American presidency, « person who per- 
haps could be said to be « manifestation of fasciem in the present era, 
states in every speech that as soon as he is elected president he will 
conquer Iran." 


The president stressed, “I, ae the president of Iran, tell him: If you be- 
come the president of America and come to conquer our country, you will 
acquire in thie lend « series of graves which have been prepared for the 
aggressors you send to this land. You don't know anything about the state 
of Lran; you don't know what hard times thie land has gone through and 
what savage invaders have been brought to their knees in the face of the 
will and the culture of resistance of this great nation and have been laid 
to reset in thie land's soil. You do not know, and you do not recognize 
the spirit of these young people.” 


We Are Decisively Confronting the Conspirators 


Referring to hie relief that through the will of God and the aid of our 
people no conspiracy would reach a conclusion, the president said, “I am 
resolved to confront thie conspiracy and | am sure that thie resolute 
spirit existe among 411 our people. To all those who imagine that they 
can bring thie nation to ite knees through conspiracy and agitetion and 
consider themselves the enemy of Iran, and have rushed into the embrace 
of Iran's enemies, I give notice and warning that these conspiracies will 
gct nowhere. Iran, through the will of God, will remain alive and on its 
feet and will accept no regime except the regime of the Islamic republic. 
Iran has been born ageia through the Islamic republic. Iran, through the 
Islamic republic, has etteined its independence." 


In inviting the conspirators to the warm embrace of the nation, the pres- 
ident said, “If they do not respond to thie invitation and pursue the con- 
spiracies, they must realize that we have decided to desiccate the roots 

of every kind of conspiracy and conspirator in this country. We have put 
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tremors and doubte behind ue and have become resolved to confront the con- 
epicatore once and for all and categorically desiccate them for good as 
corrupt materiale, and our armed forces are prepared today more than in 
any other period to defend che independence and existence of the republic 
in the face of every kind of conspiracy." 


The Need To Reapect the Conetitution 


At thie point the president emphasized, “It is not only necessary for 
everyone to respect the constitution and carry it out, indeed it is neces- 
sary that the various officials of the country and the people who speak to 
the people obeerve truth in epeech and especially not quote more or less 
than the statements of anyone who has important responsibilities in the 
republic. If they want to quote something from a statement by the presi- 
dent, let them quote hie subject matter without adding or detracting." 


In continuing hie statement, emphasizing the maintenance and preservation 
of Ielamic morality, the president declared, “So far, by virtue of the 

duty I have in accordance with the lew and Islamic morality, which quet be 
the guardian of the unity of the people, I have been silent on quotations 
from my statements which people have made with additions and subtractions, 
but from now on I will reject this approach because if «a subject is quoted 
from the president's statements and that subject is not correct, the people 
will fall into error and this error could later cause « lose of confidence 
among the people. Lose of confidence in these historic, ¢etermining 
moments is not something which I as president can fail to note." 


The president added, Public opinion, che will of the people, and the fact 
that they quet know the whole truth and not half the truth, which is the 
biggest of lies, prevent the people's confidence on those who have govern- 
wental and non-governmental responsibilities in the three powers, the exec- 
ive, legislative and judiciary, from growing weak, failing which our re- 
public will lose the besic ingredient of survivel and victory which is you 
the people, and your attention and your protection. Therefore I hope that 
thie iseve will be regarded as « serious warning by everyone and from now 
on no subject will arise where I should be compelled to correct «a state- 
ment, not to mention deny it. I must state that several of these subjects 
have arisen during these past few days and I am not talking at present but 
1 hope that those who have etated half my words or have stated them inac- 
curately and want to attain their own ends will hear this statement and 
realize that to the point where I can state my words to the people I will 
do so and will not remain heedless regarding these acts." 


Stressing the importance of breaking dead ends and advancing the Islamic 
republic and referring to the problems of the town of Hamadan, Dr Bani 
Sadr then said, “The problem of your town is the problem of all the towns 
of Iran and the reasons for them have also become determined and clear. 
There are forces, and there are forces relying on these groups, and if we 
want to break the barriers and dead ends we quest turn these forces, which 








now have inhibited the road to progress and movement for the forces of 
progress and construction through destructive activities.” 


Security and the Economy Are Our Basic Problem 


Referring to the point that, according to @ poll which had been taken, the 
two basic problems of security and economics are among our basic probleme 

and the people must constantly seek from officiale the reason why problems 
and difficulties have not been solved, the president said, "We cannot keep 
these two problems ambiguous and not state why these two problems have not 
yet been solved. If the problem of security is not solved, there are as- 

suredly reasons for it. If matters which must be carried out in the con- 

text of the economy if Iran is to obtein ite economic independence are not 
resolved, that certainly has « reason and cause--why aren't these reasons 

and causes being subjected to serious discussion before the people’ 


"These whys must exist in the minds of all the people and the officials 
must be asked to come and give answers to these whys. One quet ask what 
forces, whether intrinsic or foreign, are inhibiting the etebility of this 
republic. If these iseves are not explained, you the people will become a 
nation engaged in peripheral, felee issues to make you forget your basic 
problems so that you will not be aware of the basic problems of your 
country. Therefore, if you have problems and issues from the security and 
economic standpoint in your own town, you must raise them so that they will 
be subjected to appraisal in your own presence, so that you yourselves will 
know why our country is not traveling on the road toward construction in 
the manner it ought to be and why defense security is not being established." 


Referring to the point that one of the most iaportant ingredients of secur- 
ity is that the ruling forces not overstep the limits of the law, the pres- 
ident said "The condition for the establishment of security is that the re- 
publican forces be bound to the lew and not speak, not wish and not accept 
what is above or in excess of the lew." 


The Conditions for Creating Security and Solving the Problem of the Economy 


The president added, "If the people's attention is not drawn and attracted 
toward morale, people's hearts are not united, the social groundwork for 
discrimination and inequality is not eliminated, and many other ifs, the 
economy will not get moving nor will real securicy come into existence." 


Referring to the point that «a good government is the government which be- 
gins first with itself, the president then said “We cannot state that be- 
cause we need the institutions which existed before and after the revolu- 
tion we must close our eyes to their errors. The importance of security 
has constantly been exhibited by the people in the course of 18 months. 
There is no criterion in which the firet subject which is the object of 
the people's attention is not security and the economy, otherwise what is 
necessary to establish the republican regime firmly and what the people 
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want cannot be carried out, and, if we want to get Che economy moving, 
security is necessary an. the security that chat requires should not be 
combined with tyranny. It should not be the security of the previous re- 
gime--rather, it should be security combined with freedom, so that the 
morale of our people, religion and morality in soctety will become clearer 
to our people every day and will govern their acts more strongly." 


In another portion of his speech, the president said “Why are you, who are 
so concerned about purging @ given organization of one or several satanic 
employees, careless about purging your own social environment? Why don't 
you purge thie environment of rancors, contradictions and hypocrisies? Why 
do you allow emall groupe which want to to weaken our republic by weight- 
ing down the atmosphere with contradiction and enmity? Why do we not purge 
our social environment? Why don't you promote the culture of unification 
in your own society? Therefore if you really want to conduct « purge you 
must keep the social environment of your won life clean most of all. You 
should abandon all harsh conduct, all vindictive conduct and all hypocrit- 
ical actions and strive to create a sound social environment which will be 
able to bear the burden of the weightier duties of the age." 


Continuing his statement, referring to administrative problems and issues 
and the people's complaints ageinst agencies, the president said, “The 
people in charge of the administrative agencies say ‘They don't let us 
work’ and when I ask who and why they don't, they say ‘when we want to work 
and solve a problem those secret hands come of the sleeve and hit us so 
hard they paralyze us.' One of our most significant dead ends is that de- 
vout, enthusiastic, sincere responsible people come and engage in work but 
cannot give in to all the expectations of groups and individuals in order 
to work. Eesentially there is a contradiction between working well for 
everyone and working badly for individuals and groups. When an official 
wants to work for all the people of a town it is possible that a clash 
might arise with euch individuals and groups." 


Parliamentary Representatives Do Not Have the Right To Interfere in Execu- 
tive Matters 


The president then referred to the point that “I said in parliament and say 
here also that representatives in parliament do not have the right to inter- 
fere in executive matters." 


He added, “Nobody must act as a representative for departments under the 
title of your representative, just as the executive agencies do not have 
the right to interfere in the activities of the legislative power. If 
there is interference in duties, as the emam's message stated and as histor- 
ical experience has also proved, the administrative and executive agency 
will be paralyzed and then the people's affairs will remain suspended." 


In responding to the people's slogans of “reveal, reveal,” referring to 
the importance of the role of truthful revelation based on fact, the 














president stated, “Whenever I consider it appropriate, as you have seen in 
the past, I will come and tell you everything. It is clear that in the 
face of all the domestic and foreign forces which are against us, our only 
strength, beyond the grace of God, as a manifestation of the grace of God, 
is the force of you the people; your force ise in your unity, your unity is 
in your awareness, and your awareness is in the revelations of actual fact. 
Revelation is different from labelling, insulting and agitating." 


Throughout the president's speech, the people, stating "God is great, long 
live Bani Sadr, Bani Sadr, Bani Sadr, we will protect you, Bani Sadr, re- 

veal and we will protect you," in reaffirming the president's speech, ex- 

pressed feelings regarding him.

(Text) The greatest danger for the besieged Iranian Revolution continues 
te come from the preparations and plane of the Western countries and the 
conservative Arab regimes in the explosive area of the Persian Gulf. When 
we talk about the Westerners, we should distinguish between Worth Ameri- 
cans on the one hand and Buropeans on the other. 


Both the former and the latter now desire and are preparing for the quick 
end of Khomeini in Iran and of the Islamic Revolution. But they differ 
in the means for achieving this goal. 


On the one hand, immediately after their presidential elections, and 
assuming the burning question of their hostages will not have been solved 
at least by then, the North Americans are figuring on going over once 
again to purely military operations againet Iran. 


And thie will be done not only from their bases in the Indian Goean and 
their fleet at the entrance to the Persian Gulf, but also in combined 
operations with certain Arab countries, beginning with Baypt, of course. 
But recentiy the new Iraq-Saudi Arabia axis has intervened in these 
plane--an alignment which is being promoted especially by the Buropeans, 
including France and Germany. The Buropeans would prefer the fall of 
Khomeini to be the result of action by the Arabs, behind which the members 
of the Atlantic Alliance could hide. Whereas the Americans are trying to 
have the Arabe be gore or less their rear-quard, so that the fall of 
Khomeini can be seen as tantamount to the dominance of American leader- 
ship in the sector of petroleum once again. 


On the other hand the Frenchmen and the Germans, who are now seeking as 
well 4 political and even military “united Burope,” would prefer to give 
prominence to the conservative Arabe--especially the Iranian and Saudi 
ones--within the framework of their new international strategy. 





This strategy aims at 4 priveleged association between a “united Burope” 
and the Arab and African countries, thus thrusting aside to some extent 
America's influence over these countries. 


The weaknesses of the Islamic Revelution in Iran are being exploited te 
the utmost now by the Westerners in order to conceal and justify their 
aggressive plans and their feverish preparations for their conclusive 
attack against the Khomeini regime. 


But this person ie still counting on the inexhaustible revolutionary 
potential of Iran, which=-aseuming @ finally open military intervention=~ 
will surely manifest iteelf in the form of a general armed uprising 
against the invaders. Reliable observere maintain that the Westerners 
and the conservative Arab regimes are grievously mistaken if they now 
believe that “chaos” prevails in tran and that the regime is collapsing. 
“Chaos” does exist, but it is a matter of the special unavoidable chaos 
of every great revolution in the phase of ite continuing tempestuous 
deve lopment . 


Despite its “Islamic” excesses, which deprive it of valuable allies, the 
Khomeini regime ccntinues to be able to mobilize millions of the masses 
against imperialism whenever it chooses. The plebian masses of the 
country, poor people of the cities and countryside, as well as 4 very 
significant portion of the women and youth, do not view these Islamic 
excesses through the specta-:les of the Westerners, but rather as a return 
to the springs of their particular national culture, as 4 very valuabie 
revelation and gaining of their specific national and cultural individu- 
ality. 


The Western nations should understand that our world continues to be 
very profoundly heterogenous in terme of ite values, ite ideals, and ite 
ways of thinking, which is the result of a one-sided competitive develop- 
ment over the centuries. 


Very profound and dangerous misunderstandings, and even veritable mutual 
unintelligibility between the different cultures, emerge from this situ- 
ation. 


The chief characteristic of the present phase of the Iranian Revolution 
is mot the dominance of Islamiem in the form represented by the Islamic 
Republic Party of Ayatollah Beheshti, which in any case is 4 weak domin- 
ance, but rather its strongly anti-imperialistic dimension, which is 
supported by the overwhelming majority of the plebian masses. 


Perhaps only the Soviets understand this reality. And perhaps for this 
reason they will win ultimately the fight for Iran--a battle of worldwide 
strategic significance. 


The Soviets are waiting, untroubled and almost with certitude, for their 
chance in Iran. Within the country their party, the Tudeh, calmly con- 
tinues to give 100-percent support to the regime of Khomeini, despite the 
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constant attacks and persecutions whieh it suffers, Abroad, Moscow is 
following 4 more complex policy. On the one hand, it is strengthening 
ite military positions in Afghanistan, whieh it is definitely net going 
te abandon, a6 well a8 along the border with Iran, 60 a6 to be fully 
prepared at any moment to deal with the consequences which would result, 
for example, from an invasion of this country by the Western nations, 

But at the same time it is continuing te strenethen Iraq with arms, which 
is the chief enemy of the Khomeini regime in the Arab and Moslem ephere. 
Thus it is maintaining a constant, ingeniously applied pressure on this 
regime, which is now inclined to intensify ite anti-Soviet campaign within 
the framework of ite more general anti-Imperialist fight. 


A etruggle by Khomeini on three fronts, against the Westerners, the con- 
servative Arabs, and the Soviets, seems hopeless and pointiess. But no 
great revolution “thinks logically,” having above all confidence in ite 
Own powers and in the influence which it can enert on the relevant inter~ 
national sector. 


Khomeini, who continues to be the true Bonaparte of the centralist Jacobin 
policy of authority in the country, as the super-arbitrator between ite 
various socio-political movements, is counting on the uprising of the 
Moslem plebian and anti-imperialist masses in countries such as iraq, 
Saudi Arabia, and Eqaypt in case of foreign military intervention in Iran. 
Perhaps here he is laboring under a slight delusion, even though the 
armed uprising of the Iranian masses against any invasion or internal 
reactionary coup must be considered to be more or less certain and 
inevitable. Because aside from the enormous authority which Khomeini 
himeelf retains at a1] times, one should also consider the following 
factor which has been systematically ignored by the Westerners: In the 
state of affaires as it now exists in Iran, there is not yet 4 unique 
centralized State authority. There continues to exist an immense network 
of “committees” in the factories, in the neighborhoods, and in the 
villages, which is largely autonomous and able to mobilize millions of 
armed individuals at a moment's notice. Thies is the chief strength of 
the revolution. 


It is against this that the future coup leaders or foreign invaders, or 
the two in conjunction, will have to fight. In a few months at most, 

the curtain will rise on a new bloody episide of the Iranian Revolution. 
The polymorphous foreign and domestic counter-revolution will inevitably 
and fatally venture to bring Iran back under the control of the West. 
With them, “peaceful coexistence” is ruled out. It is then aleo that the 
hour will chime for new developments in Soviet policy. In Iran, the fate 
not only of Khomeini‘’s style of “Islamic Revolution,” but also more gen- 
erally of “peace” or war in our world, is being gambled. But perhaps also 
the fate of the revolution itself, which at some moment will need to cast

Little Chance for Ethnic Liste") 


[Text] Eliahu Elyashar, chairman of the Sephardic List (which won four 
seats in the first Knesset and two in the second) and for many years the 
president of the Sephardic Committee in Jerusalem, is the father of the 
ethnic party in Israel, and one of its success stories, until now, in the 
attempt of ethnic parties to gain seate in the Knesset. 


Most of the attempts have failed. From the third Knesset until today, no 
ethnic party has succeeded in winning a seat in the Israeli legislative 
body. 


The Sephardic List and the Yemenite Union have not succeeded in making the 
cutoff point in Knesset elections (the Yemenites had one seat in the first 
two Knessets). 


In elections for the fourth Knesset, the "North African Likud,” the "Sephardic 
National Party,” the "National Sephardic Union," and the "Yemenite Faction" 
all failed. 


"The Religious Sephardic Party” failed in elections for the fifth Knesset; 
"Young Israel, Sepharadim and Oriental Communities” failed in their attempt 
to get into the sixth Knesset, and in the race for the seventh Knesset no 
ethnic party won a4 seat. 


Four ethnic parties failed in their attempt to get into the eighth Knesset: 
the “Yemenite List in Israel," “the Blue and White Panthers,” “the Black 
Panthers,” and the “Democratic Israelis.” Failing in their bid for the ninth 
Knesset were “Bay Yisrael--the League of Yemenites"; “the Zionist Panthers"; 
and “Khofesh" headed by Shalom Kohen. 


Eliahu Elyashar, who ‘s 81 years old, says that under the present electoral 
method, there is no hope for the ethnic party, principally because of the 








absence of personal contact between the voter and the one elected, "As early 
ae 1935, I demanded the introduction in larael of a regional, personal, 
majority electoral method, I claimed then, as I do now, that such 4 method 
will lead to national unity. The one elected will have to pay attention to 
hie region, and to be concerned with hie voters. If thie method were to be 
introduced, I would not care if all 120 Knesset members were ashkenasin, 
because this method would force them to work, If they did not work, they 
would not be re-elected," 


Yehuda Toledano, chairman of the “oded" movement, does not see any prospect 
for the ethnic party “because the public which has to vote for them does 
not want to cut off ite national membership, At the moment of casting his 
vote, the voter from a poor neighborhood prefers Israel, and only after his 
neighborhood, This is the reason that "Oded" has not raised the ethnic 
banner." Toledano aleo fears that ae a result of the social deterioration 
in Israel, the ethnic party may find itself drawn into a violent and danger- 
ous struggle. Following the failure of several ethnic parties in elections 
for the eighth Knesset, their chiefs adopted a new tactic: integration 
within existing parties, and conducting a socio-ethnic struggle from within. 
Charlie Biton entered Rakah as a representative of the panthers; Sa'adia 
Merciano joined the Sheli camp; Mordekhai Algarbeli and Viktor Tayar joined 
Dash. 


Yet even this attempt did not prove itself. Beyond internal disputes, crises, 
and splintering, the representatives of the ethnic movements did not succeed 
in changing things. The extent of their success in solving social problems 
by means of legislation was very limited. 


"All of those activists who represented the ethnic parties, at the moment 
that they entered the Knesset were swallowed up by the larger parties, and 
they became more Catholic than the Catholics themselves," says Eliahu 
Elyashar with some bitterness. 


Mordekhai Ben-Porat was a past Knesset member on behalf of the Alinement 
and Rafi, and was among the leaders of the Iraqi Immigrants Union who ran 
in the last Knesset elections on the "Ze" list--the Movement for Social- 
Zionist Renaissance" (which did not make the cutoff point). Mordekhai 
Ben-Porat adds: “The integrationof activists of the ethnic movement in 
existing parties is not effective. The Knesset operates on the basis of 
pressure groups. Justice and values do not walk on two feet, but rather 
according to the number of raised hands.” 


Ben-Porat's solution: "Some serious people in the country must rise to 
organize a movement on the basis of meeting face to face social and eco- 
nomic problems. I am sure that such a body could attract a lot of votes. 
All of the neighborhood people who in 1977 were sure that Begin and Likud 
would save them would now vote for such a body, on the condition that it 
be a serious body. The ethnic parties which have appeared so far in 
Israel--with the exception of Eliahu Elyashar's movement--have not been 
serious.” 
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"Il am a citizen of the country. I am an leraeli, and | am not ashamed of 
the fact that | am Morrocan,” says MK Algarbeli ("Oded"). "The state of 
lerael has given the orientale the right to vote, but it still does not 
understand that the oriental communities have their own Berl Kateneleon." 
The heads of this new social-political movement hasten to add that they 
apeak of a Zioniat party open to every man of conscience. “It is not an 
ethnic party," emphasize Algarbeli, Merciano, and Saviaa, who two days ago 
convened their people at...Lichtenstein House.

GOVERNMENT SEEKS TO FURTHER CAUSE IN U.S.

[Text] After last week's cabinet session, a short communique was issued 
which aroused particular interest among foreign correspondents: it was 

reported that the cabinet had conducted a short discussion regarding the 
exploitation of elections in the U.S. to advance Israel's interests, and 
it was decided to hand over the subject to one of the committees. 


The idea that the electoral wars in the U.S. present an opportunity which 
appears only once in four years to gain for Israel explicit promises from 
candidates for the American presidency, on issues which are essential to 
Israel, is not a new idea. The new twist is that this time the Israeli 
government is doing less and talking more. 


It may be assumed that when the electoral season and the conw tons of the 
two large parties in the U.S. draw nigh, the Israeli foreign. ister--per- 
haps with the advice of the prime minister--would issue instructions to the 
Israeli embassy in Washington regarding the most important objectives for 
Israel to accomplish in the following months. Embassy workers would estab- 
lish direct contacts with members of Congress, or by means of Jewish leaders, 
so as to clarify what was "pressing" Israel, and what Israel expected of its 
friends in both political parties. These would be sophisticated contacts, 

in which the two sides would understand one another, without declarations, 
and sometimes without even direct contact between them. 


We do not know if ever in the past the Israeli cabinet explicitly discussed 
this issue, for the ministers would be alert to the danger that the Israeli 
government would be accused of intervention in the U.S. elections, and so 
these things were not publicized. What is certain is that in the past, the 
issue occupied formulators of Israeli policy to a greater extent than today 
when they are preoccupied with other problems. The very fact that Minister 
of Religion, Aharon Abu-Khatsira, saw fit to raise the issue at a cabinet 
session raises the suspicion that there was an oversight of this issue, 
which in the past would have been obvious. 
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The four day vieit of John Anderson, one of the three candidates, last week 

in lerael proves that more than ever, the American candidates are sensitive 

to lerael's desires and to the positions of ite friends in the U.S. Anderson's 
vieit constitutes a precedent: never before hae such a visit been made by 

a candidate, such a short time before election day. The success of the visit, 
which might aleo bring to ue the Republican candidate, Ronald Reagen, could 
mark the beginning of a tradition, 


Every expert on electoral affaires in the U.S. knows that a candidate has 

never won the presidency without victory in the two key states of California 
and New York. President Carter lost both states in the democratic primaries. 
The victor in both was his opponent, Senator Edward Kennedy. If the president 
loses both of these estates in the general elections, his prospect of re-elec- 
tion ie very slim. Similarly, the prospects of Ronald Reagen will be reduced 
if most of the voters in California and New York vote for John Anderson or 
for Jimmy Carter. 


This is the importance of the "Jewish vote” in the elections this year. 
Nationally, the Jewish vote constitutes no more *han 4 or 5 percent of the 
total voting public, but in New York their weight approaches 20 percent of 
the total, a not insignificant amount in that key state. 


In contrast to what is believed in Ierael, the candidates in the U.S. do 

not like to spread around promises, especially if they believe that they 
will win and will have to deliver on the promises. They are forced into 
making declarations, so as not to trail their opponents. This year there 

is a feeling that in spite of the importance of the Jewish vote, the candi- 
dates will be more restrained than ever in making promises for Israel. The 
fact that the U.S. did not exercise ite veto in the UN Security Council vote 
on Jerusalem, without provoking the outrage of the Republican or independent 
candidate, and the fact that the two other candidates did not jump on Presi- 
dent Carter when it became known that he intended to authorize (after the 
election) the sale of sophisticated equipment for F-15 planes in Saudi 
Arabia, should have lit a warning light for us. 


Even John Anderson, whose promises require less, has been careful in his 
expressions, even while he was in Jerusalem. The transfer of the American 
embassy to Jerusalem? Yes, but only after the vision of the end of days 

is realized, and the peace process in the Middle East comes to full fruition. 
The area in which the friends of Israel can change this disturbing trend of 
restraint in expression, and open a competition which calls for candidates’ 
promises, is particularly in the area of aid and economic cooperation. In 
these areas, the candidates are less exposed to criticism for spreading 
“irresponsible” promises in terms of U.S. interest in the Middle East, and 
they also risk less opposition pressure from oil companies and business men. 
In Israeli terms, promises in this area could be of more practical signifi- 
cance than theoretical declarations on political issues which can have varying 
interpretations immediately after the candidate assumes the office of presi- 
dent. 
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The “obligations” with respect te Lerael, the economic issues where the 
declarations of the candidates can be of great importance, and where the 
prospecte of implementation are @uch greater, gust include: a4 plan for 
“erasing debts", the possibility of a transfer of technology, especially 

in the defense industry, American government aid in the development (jointly) 
of af airplane, and of other weapons systems, and American government support 
for research in the area of energy and the establishment of nuclear power 
stations in lerael, Likewise, lerael must exploit thie non-recurring 
opportunity to salvage ite ofl agreement with the U.S. and to extract from 
each of the candidates a clear declaration that if lerael will have to pay 

4 particularly high price for ite ofl, thie will be equivalent to ofl] being 
unavailable, and the U.S. will have to supply oil to lerael, 


During the Nixon period, Israel obtained from the presidential condidate a 
promise of long term economic aid. Thies turned out to be an empty promise; 
Congress had to authorize every dollar of aid, It is much easier to operate 
in the area of reducing the burden of loan repayment, which will leave in 
leraeli hands much greater sume for the development of ite economy. It is 
not seemly for lerael to reiee @ suggestion, but it would be different 
if such 4 proposal were to come from one of the presidential candidates. 


Similarly, every one of the ideas proposed here have enormous importance 
for lerael and significant prospects of being realized, if included in the 
platform of one or the other of the candidates, or what is even more 
desirable~-if included in the platforms of all of the candidates.

HARD=-LINE POLICY SEEN ENCOURAGING EXTREMISM

{Text} To the observer of events in the Territories it seems as of late, 
that most of the processes which took place in the West Bank and in the 
Gaza Strip during ‘he 3} years of the Likud government administration, are 
about to intensify and become sharper in the final year of thie session of 
the government. Both sides (Jews and Arabs) sense that the period up to 
the coming elections of the Knesset is an exceedingly important period-- 
almost fateful. 


This sense is particularly acute on the part of the head of the government, 
Menahem Begin, and his following in the government and in the Likud. As 
far as they are concerned, the period from now to the elections is a period 
of struggle over the “fate of Erete Yiera'el." 


New Settlements 


Regarding the chairman of the ministerial committee for settlement affairs 
Ariel Sharon, the “struggle for Eretz Yiera'el,"” focuses on the establish- 
ment of more and more settlements for the purpose of whose construction 
more and more land must be expropriated. Despite reductions in the budgets 
of the government ministries, Ariel Sharon is planning to establish sany 
settlements this coming year. This month alone, the bulldozers are sched- 
uled to begin work in preparation of the land for 2 new settlements in the 
Katif Block in the Gaza Strip. In the near future, setting up construction 
of a third settlement in this block will begin, likewise, the establishment 
of a regional center for the Katif Block, which is situated mainly on gov- 
ernment lands and these are not in abundance in the Gaza Strip. The 
residents of the Gaza Strip, headed by Mayor Rashad al-Shawa argue that 

the reserve of government lands should be utilized for the needs of the 
inhabitants of the Gaza Strip and particularly for the rehabilitation of 
refugees, whereas the government of Israel is taking this minuscule reserve 
for its own purposes. 











Arie] Sharon's plan includes establishment of a block of settlements (in 
addition to the } that are to be established in the upcoming weeks, the 
Minister of Agriculture wishes to set up at least another 3-4 settlements 

in this block=-all this in addition to the 3 settlements which presently 
exist in thie block) in the form of an "L" in the south of the Gaga Strip. 
The block will be joined to lerael by a syetem of north-south roads, The 
plan to expand thie block is intended mainly to create a buffer sone between 
Egypt and the Gaza Strip which will return=<in accordance with the agreement 
with lerael=--in approximately another 2 yeare to the international boundary. 
Similarly,Ariel Sharon is planning to establish at least another 2 leraeli 
settlements in the north of the Gaga Strip, adjacent to ite border with 
lerael. 


Additional settlements (totalling 6) will be established in accordance with 
the plan of the chief of the settlement department in the Jewish Agency, 
Matityahu Drobles, in the Jericho Corridor, with the aim of sealing the 
corridor against the possibility of ite tranefer to Jordan which was in- 
tended to create 4 physical connection between Jordan and East Jerusalem. 
The firet settlement in thie corridor is now in the final stages of work, 
and it will shortly be transferred to the settlers. Similarly, new settle- 
ments are planned during the coming year in the south of Mount Hebron, on 
both sides of the Green Line, in the northwest of the West Bank, in the 
heart of Samaria and in the Ufra area northeast of Ramallah (where during 
the coming weeks 2 new settlements are to be established). 


As usual, the question remains if indeed all of the plans are to be carried 
out, since they are presently on paper only. However, even if only half 

of the planned settlements are established, this will be an important 
achievement for the government--in ite own eyes, of course. The goal for 
the coming year is to firmly establish more settlements. As a4 result, less 
attention will be given to planning and to the actual prospects for the 
duration of settlement over the long range. Ariel Sharon--as well as 
Menahem Begin and his cohorts--believes that every additional settlement is 
an additional barrier to the partition of the country. 


Likewise on the matter of the transfer of the prime minister's office to 
East Jerusalem. Although the U.S. ambassador in Israel, Samuel Lewis, 
threatened during a dialogue with the prime minister that both he and his 
colleagues from Britain and Germany will be unable to meet with the prime 
minister of Israel in his office in East Jerusalem, preparations for the 
transfer have not been halted (perhaps because Mr Begin knows that in the 
end the ambassadors of the West will be forced to go there if they wish to 
speak with him). The prime minister reacted sharply to the “advice” of 
the British foreign minister, Lord Carrington not to transfer his office 
to East Jerusalem. When King David transferred his capital from Hebron to 
Jerusalem--said Mr Begin--the civilized world had not yet heard of a city 
named London. This sharp retort of the prime minister, while he was still 
in the hospital, is evidence of the intractability of the decision to 
transfer his office to East Jerusalem into the building whose construction 
was recently completed.

The Solution: A Flogging Stick 


In addition to all this Lerael has, in recent months, been taking a hard 
line with the Territories. Three personages from the Mount Hebron area 
have been deported. The military government prevente political meetings 
among the mayors and members of the Committee for National Direction, and 
prevents meetings among persons in the Gaza Strip and on the West Bank. 
Houses are being blown up. It appears that even this process will con- 
tinue and will intensify since the present government has no positive 
solution--to resolve the matter of autonomy--on the issue of inhabitants 
of the Territories, and nothing is easier than utilization of the flogging 
stick. 


The mayor of Nablue, Bassam Shak'a, said on Saturday--in remarks he made to 
the members of the professional societies of his city--that the Israeli 
authorities are at a loss. His perception is that the attacks upon himself 
and Karim Khalaf (both of whom accuse the government of Israel with respone- 
ibility for the attacks upon them) demonstrated this loss. It appears as 
if every hard line policy and every attack on him only serves to increase 
Baseam Shak'a's self-confidence, and the tone of his proclamations become 
sharper from one time to the next. Bassam Shak'a is now top leader in the 
occupied Territories--not only since his maiming--particularly because of 
the Shak'a incident: the decision of the Israeli authorities to deport hia 
and the nullification of that decision. In Bassam Shak'a's opinion, his 
deportation was prevented because of the "proud stance" of the West Bank's 
inhabitants. Due to the strong arm policy adopted by the military govern- 
ment, the extremists (of the ilk of Shak'a and Khalaf) are becoming even 
more extreme, and the moderates (of the ilk of Elias Frij) gust “straighten 
up” in accordance with the new line and take a more extreme line. 


Since the success of the petitioners from the village of Rujayb to evacuate 
the settlers of Elon Moreh from their lands, hundreds of petitions have 
been submitted to the Supreme Court, particularly from rural areas of Judea 
and Samaria. it appears now as if the number of petitions from inhabitants 
of the villages to the Supreme Court will increase--from both Ariel Sharon's 
plans to establish new settlements as well as from the conclusions of the 
committee under his leadership, which investigated the situations of the 
lands in 8 settlements, and decided to expand them. 
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Against the foreign television cameras and the searching eyes from the 
Western countries (and particularly the U.5., Britain and Prance) the etrug- 
gie in the Territories will continue between the establishere of the 
settlements on the one hand, and the ownere of the lands on the other, 
Despite the strong arm policy and the flogging etick, agitation ise increas~ 
ing in the Territories, The severe outcome of a4)) thie is the serious 
crumbling within the camp of the moderates in the Territories, 


lt ie difficult to believe that an accretion of settlements, transfer of 
government agencies to East Jerusalem and failure of the autonomy talke 
will prevent the partition of the land of lerael in the long run. it is 
Clear that (because of those) during the coming year, the already tense 
atmosphere between the Jews and the Arabe in the land of lerael will be 
fouled,

[Text] The Likud administration te leaving behind it two time bombs on 
the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip. The one, which practically is un- 
related to the administration, but which the administration has done a 
great deal to strengthen, and the second--almost entirely within the pur- 
view of the administration, and aleo because of which 411 of ue shall 
suffer. 


The first time bomb is the Arabe of the Territories. At present something 
is beginning to become increasingly clear, which was suspected by the pessi- 
mists (even though they are “doves") from the very etart: thet the entire 
matter of peace was perhaps nothing gore than a glittering Egyptian exer- 
cise in misrepresentation (and perhaps an American one as well), in order 
to leave us without most of the relatively uninhabited areas (Sinai) and 
with all of the Arabe under our control (the West Bank and the Gaza Strip). 
Furthermore, leaving on the assumption that the Palestinian question not 
only would not calm down after return of the Sinai--but instead would become 
explosive. The result would present use with an awesome dilemma: to remain 
with those territories and, at the same time fearing that a Cyprus Syndrome 
would take place making life unbearable, putting an end to touriem and to 
the remnants of immigration, and increase emigration (of Jews, of course, 
not of Arabs), vis-a-vis the alternative--to rid ourselves of the Terri- 
tories as early ae possible, to withdraw from most of the areas of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. This would be prompted by an obvious fear that 

in #0 doing, we shall bring about a Lebanon Syndrome in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip, by the absence therein of a central administration relying 
upon a single military, such as the situation is today. 


The dizzy dream of Begin is to “outwit” the Egyptians by demonstrating 

generosity bordering on frivolity in the Sinai, in the forlorn hope that 
he will succeed, in effect, in annexing the West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
while ignoring their demographic status. This dream is going up in the 
smoke of the shootings and the bombings which are increasing day by day, 
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and are causing people who previously would never have considered emigrating 
from our land, and who carried the burden of building and ware--to begin to 
ask themselves and their families if, in fact, thie ia the lerael in which 
they wish to apend their lives 


If these perceptions were caused solely by the intensity of the Arab 
opposition to our existence, they would not be a factor in the undermining 
of the fational consensus, The history of Jewish settlement in this Land 
indicates that Arab opposition in almost all instances brought about 4 
atrengthening of the national consensus. The problem is, that in a signif- 
icant portion of the public which ie considered etable (and bearing the 
burden), there is the sense that the extremiem in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip ie additionally and mainly a direct outcome of Jewish acte of extrem- 
iem; that the entire settlement movement is a chimera and an act of 
political lunacy. 


Thus, Sadat is leaving use the Palestinian time bomb in the a@cupied Terri- 
tories, while the Likud is leaving ue, after ite upset in the coming 
elections, a second time bomb hazardous and totally of “domestic” manufac- 
ture--the private army of the Gush Emunim in the Occupied Territories. 
Anyone observing the many Yeshiva (Tal@udical Academy] youths circulating 
in our streets, particularly in Jerusalem, outfitted with skullcaps and 
bearing automatic rifles (most of whom, one senses, have never even served 
in the military but rather acquired the arms directly from the regional 
defense unit in the occupied Territories), cannot help feeling apprehensive 
about the future. For as long as the Likud Administration is allegedly 
governing and yet, is being led around by the nose by these somnabulists 
(who are polarizing ue vis-a-vis the entire world), there is but one conso- 
lation--their weapons have not yet been directed toward Jews. What will 
happen when an alignment government takes over? In addition to the dis- 
mantling of the Palestinian time bomb in the Territories, it will also have 
to dismantle this Jewish time bomb. In other words, to remove most of 

the settlements in the heart of the West Bank, which were established during 
the period of the Likud administration, and to return at least the framework 
of the Allon Plan. The latter remains to this day, the security sinimum or 
optimum that Israel may indulge itself; if it does not wish to expand or 
to contract to the point of self-destruction from one direction or the 
other. 


Can an 4lignment government dismantle these settlements and their semi- 
private army? And what will the NRP instigate? What will the extremists 
of the Likud be shouting as they sit in the opposition? And who among the 
personages of the @lignment will be able to head up 4 government which will 
be required to make decisions as difficult as these, so that to avoid a 
civil war the State will be brought to the brink of a civil war? Even Ben 
Gurion would find it difficult to survive this, however, he certainly would 
not have permitted an internal situation over which we do have control, to 
reach such a point. 
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Our land is becoming an untenable place for the human base that is most 
important to ite existence=-it is most stable from the age subsequent to 
service in the military and during the two or three decades of life follow- 
ing, prior to old age. Thie i# not a country whose Arab citizens are 
fleeing from it, Thie is not 4 country whose elderly are abandoning it, 
nor whose rabbie and yeshiva students, nor even ite disturbed and luna- 

tic Jews who apparently are the only ones being ingathered most recently 
from several pointe on the globe==-thie ie a country whose capable men are 
despairing of it. Por they are the ones who are paying the price of the 
ware and current security situation, the ewollen bureaucracy, and the 
deteriorating economy=-from which the new finance minister does not prevent 
several political leeches from sucking gunificent budgets for the purposes 
of sommabulistic settlement, for support of the needs of religious inetitu- 
tions, and questionable economic adventures for the favorites of the ruling 
party. 


The aforementioned people in the country are bound, with torn hearts, to 

‘vote with their feet’. Or, they will one day arrive at the awesome con- 
clusion that aga.net the caprices of the Gush Emunim and the Rabbi Kehane 
people--who circulate armed with legal weapons in the occupied territories-- 
it will be necessary (it has already been necessary) to use force. Otherwise, 
the estate will fall victia to the hands of an extremist minority which is a 
cruel caricature of the Zionist idea, and to a subversion of the remnant of 
the national consensus. 


Anyone not wishing the destruction of thie @tate, anyone wishing that there 
be a shred of hope for a continuation of the peace process (extremely fra- 
gile, as well as hazardous), guest stand up and shout from every possible 
platform--that the present administration can be changed, before the situa- 
tion in Ierael and in the Territories degenerates to a citizens’ war not 
only between us and the Arabs, but also between Jews.

ANALYST REJECTS PERES' JORDANIAN OPTION

[Excerpt] The leader of the opposition MK [Member of Knesset) Shimon Peres 
is going all out to publicize the Jordanian option as the magic solution 

in his hand to achieve peace with Hussein. Within the framework of his 
option he agrees to transfer to Hussein, on condition of demilitarization, 
sections of the Land of Israel--in Judea, Samaria and Gaza but not Jerusa- 
lem. Peres even proposes, if it will not be possible to sign 4 peace treaty, 
to arrive at an interim agreement on the basis of transferring areas in the 
land of Israel to Hussein. He even made known that he has a basis for 
assuming that King Hussein will be prepared for talks stemming from these 


proposals. 


The importance of the issue and the personality of the proposer require a 
detailed analysis of the proposal, particularly from the standpoint on which 
MK Peres bases his position: the pragmatic test. From this standpoint, it 
should be mentioned that MK Peres still opposes establishment of a Palestin- 
ian state west of Jordan, and finds no contradiction between his support of 
the Jordanian option and his opposition to the formation of a Palestinian 
state. However, this contradiction, as will be demonstrated, still exists. 
If MK Peres is able to realize the Jordanian option, its implementation, 
haphazardly, will bring about the formation of a Palestinian state and the 
demilitarization will be of no value. This allegation is amenable to clar- 
ification and to demonstration, on the basis of MK Peres’ own arguments and 
reasons which have been publicly advanced by him. For this purpose it is 
necessary to return to another proposal by MK Peres, which is also related 
to the Jordanian option. In an essay which MK Peres publicized in YEDI'OT 
AHARONOT (6 Apr) he supported, under certain conditions, “self-determina- 
tion" for the inhabitants of Judea, Samaria and Gaza. In this essay, Peres 
expressed support for the solution of the Palestinian problem by Jordan 
"ineluding also the majority of the inhabitants of the West Bank and Gaza." 
Peres even expressed a hope that the Jordanian Palestinian state would con- 
vert to a democracy and added: “I hope that the Arab democracy will afford 
them self-determination.” 
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A Question of Time 


There are proposals which exist in the realm between MAPAM and SHELI--since 
the Labor Party has yet to adopt for iteelf the concept of self-determina- 
tion which ia identified by its characteriatic and result as establishment 
of a Palestinian state. In reference to this proposal there can and should 
be a few questions propounded: Why particularly in Jordan will the firet 
Arab democracy arise? Secondly, how will MK Peres be able to oppose the 
preparation of a plebiscite among the inhabitants of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza--with the argument that a plebiscite is opposed to democracy? Third, 
how will MK Peres be able to oppose their proclaiming of a separate 
Palestinian etate--with the argument that they are permitted to determine 
themselves only in accordance with what he, MK Peres, desires’? Fourth, how 
will MK Peres be able to oppose the ing of Arafat at their head--with 
the argument that in the name of democracy they may reject Hussein but they 
may not choose anyone else whom they desire to replace him? 


These questions suffice to demonstrate that between the granting of “self- 
determination” and between the formation of the Palestinian State there 

ia nothing but a question of time. Indeed, Mr Peres in proposing the 
Jordanian option understands that when that is implemented he will not be 
able to evade "self-determination” which is why he proposed it ae well, 
but that it would already be a Palestinian State. 


In order to demonstrate the qualitative connection between the Jordanian 
option and the “self-determination,” that is, the Palestinian State, it 

is not necessary to rely solely on MK Peres. Ever King Hussein says that 
specifically, and leaves no room for deception o: doubt on this issue. He 
said this at the conference of Arab foreign ministere in Amman on 5 July 
80 when he proclaimed that the PLO terrorist organization is "the sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestinians” and that there will be self- 
determination on the Palestinian land, including Jerusalem, after the 
withdrawal of Israel. He said that also on 11 July 80, at the above men- 
tioned conference, when he called for establishment of a Palestinian 

estate on the West Bank and in Gaza. Hussein even rejected (on 2 March 80 
in an announcement on the French station Europe 1, and on 30 May 80 in 

the newspaper AlL-MAJALLA which appears in London) any idea that sovereignty 
over the “Conquered Territories” would be transferred to Jordan. That is 
to say: there is no discussion here of temporary and coincidental tactics, 
but of a consistent line, repeated and recurring proclamations of Hussein 
that the option called “Jordanian” does not exist. The outcome of the 
effectuation of this option is a Palestinian state--in 2 stages: Stage A-- 
Peres transfers to Hussein. State B--Hussein transfers to Arafat. 


By supporting the Palestinian option, King Hussein has entirely negated 

the compromise territorial proposals of the Alignment. We know What Hussein 
said about the Allon Plan: Decidedly unacceptable. The ideas of MK Peres 
regarding territorial compromise in the land of Israel as basis for a peace 
treaty were defined by Hussein as “naive.” This definition was given by 








him immediately after a visit of Peres to Washington and hia meeting 

with President Carter. The consistency of this approach of Hus :ein is also 
shown by the experience of 10 years from 1967 to 1977, when the alignment 
was in power and advocated territorial compromise in the land of Israel 
without the formation of a Palestinian state, as the basis for a peace 
treaty. lt is a fact that there was no peace agreement achieved with Jordan, 
and the compromise did not materialize. 





Peace did not come although the Alignment wished it--because there never 
was, nor is there now, a line in Judea and Samaria along which it is possi- 
ble to agree on a territorial compromise, not with Hussein nor with Sadat 
ae well (which ia why there ie no such line even in the peace treaty with 
Egypt). I would make another citation: "I find it very difficult to see 

4 line on the Weet Bank that will satisfy the Arabs and the Jews at the 
same time, Whoever proposes a line--is8 proposing a new conflict.” These 
are the words of MK Peres himself (AS HAMISHMAR, 25 Feb 75). 


Since then a great deal has changed for Peres. He will hardly recognize 
himeelf. What in the pasc has been a “line for a new conflict,” has been 
converted suddenly to a line for peace. But the line itself is hidden from 
view. Where will this secret line be? Even according to Peres’ plan this 
line will not pass within Jerusalem. Will Hussein agree to this? It will 
include under our juriediction the Etzion block. Will Hussein agree to this? 
It will leave us with the Jordan Valley. Does Hussein agree to that? It's 
a line with a very strange characteristic--it doesn't exist. If so, there- 
fore, where is the “Jordanian Option?" 


The Disappearing Line 


Mr. Galili, the expert in phrasing, who bridges actual gaps with bridges of 
paper, will be able to reveal mutual phrases to MK Peres and MK Sarid, to 
MK Peres and MK Talmi, and perhaps even to MK Peres and MK Rabin; even he 
will be unable to uncover the territorial compromise line mutual to MK Peres 
and King Hussein. 


Mr Peres is certainly not naive, and is alert to these difficulties. He 

is thus prepared, in the absence of a practical possibility to achieve 
peace with Hussein on the basis of a territorial compromise, to reach an 
interim agreement with him based upon withdrawal even without peace. Thus 
Mr Peres also notified DIE WELT. There was a precedent for this in the 
Sinai, and there, too, the interim agreements did not bring peace. A return 
to the former policy of the Alignment will not change the outcome of the 
policy: there will be no peace, but one important difference exists in all 
of this. When areas in the Sinai were transferred, without peace, it was 
not possible to wave the Palestinian Flag there. If areas in the land of 
Israel are transferred to Hussein, that flag will immediately fly there. 

The Palestinian state in that area will certainly receive immediate recogni- 
tion from many governments, the foremost of them being the Soviet Union. 
What will MK Peres do in such an eventuality? Will he ask the IDF to march 
into an area under foreign sovereignty?

PLO EVADES WEST BANK RESTRAINTS

[Text] Is the Committee for National Direction, the top body of PLO sympa- 
thizers in the Territories, continuing to function despite many restrictions 
placed in recent months on its activity, after the deportation of 2 mayors 
and severe wounding of 2 other mayors, all of them important and active 
figures in the committee? Sources close to the committee members state 

that despite many restrictions which the military authority has most re- 
cently placed upon its activity, it continues to function, mainly in secret 
and with a great deal of care. 


Contrary to these, others on the West Bank are of the opinion that the 
restrictions which were placed, deportation of the mayors,and the wounding 
of Shak'a and Khalaf were a severe blow to its activity which has been 
frozen. One of the members of the committee, with whom I spoke this week, 
admitted that the activity has been much reduced, however, according to him, 
it has not been totally frozen. 


General Recruitment 


In a special review on the 3 deportees from Mount Hebron which a spokesman 
of the IDF made public at the beginning of the month (where it was said-- 

"A special review which bares the true face of the three deportees"--as 
though until then they showed a smiling and pleasant face and now the IDF 
has come and torn this mask off of their faces), the stages preceding the 
organization of the committee are elaborated upon: .»-in effect the PLO 
acquired a progressively stronger hold among the political public in the 
Territories through a long process in recent years, and particularly since 
1976. However, the critical acceleration came particularly after the sign- 
ing of the Camp David agreements. In the wake of the agreements, there 
crystallized in the Territories "an opposition front" and a local "“rejec- 
tion” parallel to the Pan-Arab one which came into being following the 

Sadat initiative. 











This local “opposition=-rejectionist" front was formed by the leaders of 
the public in the area of Judea and Samaria by means of a noteworthy flair 
for manipulating the public. To this front was recruited the politically 
conscious public (principally urban) with all its components (PLO support- 
ere, Jordan supporters, communists, and religious circles) excluding some 
isolated mavericks. The attempt to recruit the village population as well 
(70 percent of the inhabitants of the Judea and Samaria region)<<did not 
succeed for the most part, yet this did not bring about a reduction in the 
effectiveness of the overall success. 


With respect to the actual establishment of the committee, the spokesman 
for the IDF writes in the review: "Cryste’'‘ization of this local opposi- 
tion front was brought about by a series .. several central political 
gatherings (in Jerusalem and in the Univ >:; ities of Bethlehem, Birzayt, and 
Al Najah in Nablus and in Hebron), as » | as by a larger number of smaller 
political meetings on the premises of 6 ties, associations etc., in the 
large as well as the small cities. In asi of the gatherings (the central 
and the small), manifestos and proclamations were composed and publicly 
signed. These were later disseminated (publicly as well) by the various 
groups." 


"Also established were ‘follow up' committees whose function it was to 
continue this activity. At the head of this array, a group of mayors and 
leaders of public groups who are recognized radicals and militants took 
position. These individuals established the Committee for National 
Direction and included in the expanded forum some 22 persons, in order to 
lend a representative and legitimate character to it, both among their 
people, as well as among the Israeli, and foreign pubJic opinion. As for 
themselves, they took a position of leadership as an “executive committee” 
of 6 people (Shak'a, Khalaf, al-Qawasimah, Ibrahim Dakak, ‘Adil ‘Anam, 
Giris al-Khouri)..." 


In recent months, the movement of the mayors and other persons in the 
Territories has been limited. All the mayors on the West Bank, almost 
without exception, have been confined to their cities and every departure 
requires approval of the military government. Movement restrictions have 
also been imposed on the Gaza Strip: the mayor of Gaza, Rashad al-Shawa, 

is required to report his movements to the authorities, and the chief of the 
the pro-PLO movement in the Gaza Strip, Dr. Khaydar ‘Abd al-Shafi, has been 
forbidden to travel to the West Bank without approval of the authorities. 
Mayors and other people, particularly members of the Committee for National 
Direction are inhibited from carrying on telephone conversations. 


According to many of them, the military authorities eavesdrop on all tele- 
phone conversations. One of the members of the committee showed me a 

crack in the entrance door to his home which, according to him, was broken 
during an attempt by the security people to break in to his house, in order 
to install a listening device. Mayors and members of the Direction Commit- 
tee say that they find alternatives: when they wish to transmit an 
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announcement from one mayor to another, or from a member of the committee 


to hie deputy, it is done by way of special messengers, or orally~--generally 
not by written documents. 


The most important personage in the committee continues to be Bassam Shak'a 
despite hie severe wounding. Everyone read about what was termed the 
"Shak'a Affair"=-his arrest, threat of deportation and the blocking of the 
deportation. Now, following his wounding, his popularity has skyrocketed. 
Shak'a now is not only the Mayor of Nablus but a symbol, as well, of the 
struggle of the Palestinian nation. Bassam Shak'a was, in effect, the 
organizer of the Committee for National Direction: that was a few months 
after the Camp David agreements. Personages from all parts of the West 
Bank, and especially mayors, gathered at Shak'a's initiative in the village 
of Anvata, in order to protest the expropriation of lands in the area. 
Afterwards, all of the participants came out to Nablus and there, in effect, 
the foundation was laid for the establishment of the committee. 


Another member of the committee is the mayor of the municipality of al-Bira, 
Sulayman Tawil, who was miraculously spared injury (and who did not bother 
to pay a hospital visit to Border Guard Sulayman Hirbawi who was seriously 
wounded while attempting to dismantle the charge that was intended for 
Tawil). Tawil is not considered to be of superior ability among members 

of the committee, although until recently, he had been looked upon as the 
right-hand man of Karim Khalaf, Mayor of Ramallah. 


Other mayors who are members of the committee are the mayor of the munici- 
pality of Tulkarm, Hilmi Hanun (the veteran mayor on the West Bank--since 
1967 known to be a PLO supporter), the mayor of Jericho, Abdul Aziz Suwayty 
and the mayor of Anvata, Wahid Hamdallah. Bassara Daud, who previously had 
been mayor of the municipality of Bayt-Jala, (and was removed from his of- 
fice following conviction on a charge of beating police officers) represents 
the 3 "Bayts" in the committee (Bayt Lahm, Bayt Jala and Bayt Sahur). To 
this very day, the members of the committee are as important as the person 
who was appointed by the military authority to the position of the munici- 
pality of Bayt Jala, Farah al-‘Arraj (who had also been the mayor prior to 
Bassara Daud), and continue to relate to Bassara Daud as the mayor for all 
matters. Until their deportation from the area, the mayors of Hebron and 


Halhul Fahd al-Quwasimah and Muhammad Milham were also members of the com- 
mittee. 


The living spirit in the committee is [brahim Dakak who serves as a kind 

of secretary or coordinator of the committee. Dakak, owner of an engineer- 
ing firm in East Jerusalem, secretary of the Society of Engineers on the 
West Bank, is a very shy man who prefers not to be exposed, but behind 

the scenes he manifests considerable activism. Jordan sympathizers in East 
Jerusalem and on the West Bank like to label Dakak “Communist.” Ibrahim 
Dakak is not a card carrier of the party, however, he is apparently close 
in his views to the Left. 
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Other @embers of the committee: East Jerusalem attorney Jiris Khouri, 
chairman of the Professionals’ Societies on the West Bank, ‘Adil ‘Anam, 
Sayyid Alladdin (former minister in the Jordan Government), Bast Jerusalem 
resident director of the Chamber of Commerce Shaykh Ali Tageie, chairman of 
the United Pund on the West Bank, Amin al-Hatif, the head sermonizer in 

the Al Akea @oeque, Akhra@alh Davri, the head of the Gaza Strip Red Crescent, 


De »/dat aleShaf and the head of the Medical Society in Gaga, Sayyid 
Bakhar. 


News spermen are represente*’ by the editor of AL=-FADJAR, Ma'mun al-Sayyid; 
Avres Nafiiya, assistant editor of the daily AL-SHA'AB, and editor of the 
Communist weekly AL-TALIYA, Baseir Barguty (considered to be one of the most 
important and influential members of the committee.) Samihah Halil repre- 
sente the women on the West Bank=-ehe is head of the Committee for Prisoner 
Aid, She ie better known by her nickname Um Halil, and has been glorified 


by all particularly because of her ceaseless energy and efforte on behalf 
of the prisoners, 


A senior officer recently stated that the military authorities prevented a 
meeting of the committee (which had been scheduled for East Jerusalem on 
the 14th of thie month), and that in the future, it will vigorously prevent 
all ite activity. Some have interpreted this as imposing house arrest on 
all membere of the committee; if they attempt to violate the edict of the 
government and continue their activism. One member of the committee told 
me thie week that restrictions of the authorities have actually succeeded 
in blocking the public activity of the committee--meetings and announcements 
mente=-<yet, the foundation remains and it is now perfectly clear that the 
committee ic healthy. In fact, members of the committee or others who 
think similarly to them, are placed at many key points in the Territories. 
It is now difficult for others, even if they wished to do so, to conduct 

4 line opposing that of the PLO. 


in the review of the IDF spokesman on the matter of the deportees from 
Hebron it is stated, that an extremiem has developed among the radical 
sources, and that “the extremiem will likely continue, with the active 
agitation of the Committee for National Direction, which leads the public, 
and particularly the youth in thie direction.” Despite restriction of the 
military authorities (save a person close to the committee), the public 

in the Territories knows how to react to events affecting it, by demonstra- 
tions or other meane, such as for example, the reaction this week to the 
death of a prisoner in the Nafi'a Prison. The committee represents a 
militant and radical line, and, in general, the Rejection Front. On 
occasion ite members have had confrontations and differences of opinion 
with the official etand of the PLO as expressed by its strongest branch, 
Al-Patah. The best known confrontation was on the issue of resignation of 
the mayors, after the deportation decision of Shak'a. Members of the 
Direction Committee took an open position against the stand of Al-Fatah and 
of Jordan, which had advocated a collective resignation. 








One Way Oute-Terror 


lt would appear that in the near future the military authorities will make 
the restrictions even more binding. Therefore, there is 4 prospect that 
the most recent loopholes by members of the committee to continue their 
activiem will be blocked. If go, the question le--what will be left for 
inhabitants of the Territories after thie route of activiem is denied them? 
If not political gatherings, strikes and demonstrations there ia but one 
way left, the way which has already increased recently (ite peak was the 
murderous act at the Hadassah building in Hebron). The leraeli authority 
in the Territories has been deluding iteelf in recent years that it is 
possible, in one way or another, to encourage moderate elements against 
the rising tide of nationaliem, on occasion disruptive nationalian, 


During thie period, the more moderate elements (the intent being directed 
against the pro-Jordanians) do not dare to raise their heads. It ie diffi- 
cult for them, especially against the suppression by the members of the 
Committee.for Direction and others. If they are now permitted to operate 
freely, they will be considered traitors and will bring public wrath upon 
themselves. 


The reality in the Territories, and particularly in the West Bank in the 
summer of 1980, is that members of the committee represent more than any 
other factor in the eyes of many inhabitants the Palestinian issue. Impo- 
sition of restrictions to the point of silencing the committee will not 
create a vacuum in the leadership of the West Bank. In recent years, the 
leadership in the Territories is becoming progressively extremist. It is 
possible that in 1981, we shall find members of the Committee for National 
Direction replaced by a much more extremist leadership operating covertly, 
and calling on the public to resort to terroriem in the streets of the 
Territories. Perhaps then we shall remember, and yearn for the days when 
the Territories were led by people such as Fahd al-Qawasimah, Muhammad 
Milham and Karim Khalaf. 
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THOUSANDS LEAVE NORTHERN DEVELOPMENT TOWNS

[Article: "14,000 Left Northern Development Towne in 1978-1979") 


[Text] More than 14,000 people have left northern development towns in 
1978 and 1979, according to data provided by the Central Bureau for Statie- 
tice to the mayors of northern development towns. 


The mayors of these towns estimate that the number of "dropouts" is even 
larger, since their experience indicates that some of the “dropouts” prefer 
to be registered as residents of development towns in order to continue to 
enjoy the benefits of development town residents. According to their esti- 
mates, the number of those leaving who did not bother to change their 
address is 14,000, so that the number of “dropouts” for those years is in 
fact 28,000. 


These figures were the center of discussion at a meeting yesterday of mayors 
of northern development towns held at Safad. At the meeting it was reported 
that the number of residents of the center of the country who request to 
move to development towne in the north is declining at an alarming rate. 
Thies is primarily due to employment difficulties in the northern towns, and 
the inflation of housing costes there. 


More than 90 requests from families and single persons, requesting to join 
Kibbutz Misgav Am, have been received by the Center for Development Town 
placement. 


The director of the Center, Zohar Gindal, reported yesterday at Safad that 

8 families and 8 single persons have begun the process of practical absorp- 
tion in the kibbutz on the Lebanese border. Twenty other families have 
organized themselves in an urban commune which will come to the kibbutz in 
another 10 months, after finishing the construction of housing at the kibbutz. 


Mr Gindal also reported that following the success of the "Build Your Home” 
campaign in Upper Nazereth, where 114 families occupied 94 lots within the 
framework of this campaign, a similar campaign will be started in the near 
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future in Tiberias, The goal ia to provice 11) lote to those interested 
in building their homes in Tiberias, 


Currently, the Center is working on another campaign: “To Go Up to Ma‘alot, 
Stage 2." Thie stage will be conducted under the motto: “In Ma‘alot there 
ie work, there ie housing, there ie quality of life.” Within the framework 
of thie campaign, 130 new apartments and villas will be made available to 
interested parties. The price for a 3 room apartment will be 1.5 million 
pounde, with 4 55,000 pound downpayment. 
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RISE LIN NUMBER OF SERVICE WORKERS REPORTED 
Tel Aviv MA'ARIV in Hebrew 21 Jul 60 p 10 
[Article: “Workers Leave Industry and Conetruction, Go to Services”) 


{[Text) In the first months of 1980, the number of public service workers 
grew by 8000 employees, while 14,000 workers left industry and 7000 left 
construction. All of this ran contrary to the policy of the Finance Ministry 
of reducing the number of public service workers. 


These data were included in a report prepared by economists by the Bank of 
lerael on economic developments in recent months. From the report it is 
learned that financial services aleo absorbed 6000 new workers. In all, 

the number of those employed in the business sector declined by 18,000 
workers. Due to the expansion of the public services, employment was reduced 
only slightly. 


The flight of workers from the business sector, and especially from industry 
and construction, was the principal factor in the growth of unemployment. 

In the first quarter of 1980, the number of unemployed rose to 62,000, which 
is an unemployment rate of 4.7 percent, as compared to unemployed of 36,000 
(2.8 percent) at the end of 1979. 


The growth of unemployment was only one of the characteristics of recession 
which hit the economy at the beginning of the year. In addition to the 
unemployment, there was also a decline in personal consumption and in real 
wages, a decline in the activity of the business sector, 4 reduction in 
imports, and a growth in exports. 


industrial production declined by 10 percent in the first quarter. Housing 
construction in the private sector contracted, and the number of housing 
starts declined. The reduction of imports was especially prominent in the 
importe of raw materials for production, and the expansion of exports stemmed 
from a decline in local demand, which caused the shift of production from 
the local market to abroad. 


At the beginning of the year there was a slowdown in the rate of inflation, 
and it stood at a monthly average of 5.8 percent. However, in the second 
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quarter the inflation rate accelerated and rose to 8 percent per month. in 
the opinion of the Bank of lerael economists, thie acceleration of inflation 
stemmed from the increase in price of oll, the increase in the money supply, 


the coet of living supplement paymente, and the weakening of expectations 
regarding the stemming of inflation, 


The increase in @oney supply stemmed to 4 substantial degree from the marked 


accelerationof collection of indirect taxes, a phenomenon explained by the 
contraction of private consumptton, 


in the last three monthe, the recession at least temporarily eased in activ- 
ity and spending (according to partial information). Economic activity, 


and figures on employment services indicate that there has been no expansion 
in the ecope of unemployment. 
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INCREASE IN EXPORT REVENUES REPORTED

[Article: “Export Profite Increase By 2 Percent This Year") 


[Text) In the firet half of 1980, export profite rose by 2 percent, in 
addition to support by means of credit. 


The deputy commissioner of the Bank of lerael, Dr Eliezer Shafar, trane- 
mitted to MA'ARIV the summary of an audit in thie matter. In the firet 
half of 1980 the consumer price index rose by 49.4 percent, while the lira 
was devaluated in relation to the currency basket by 43.7 percent. Prices 
abroad rose in the same period, according to data of the International 
Currency Fund, by 6 percent. The gemeral result was a rise in export pro- 
fite by 2 percent in the firet half of this year. 


in addition, there was increased aid for exports by means of credit. 


On the issue of proposals for insuring a rate of exports, Dr Shafar avoided 
responding because of the lack of a clear program. It is not yet clear if 
the intention is to insure by means of a premium by insurance companies, 

or if what is being considered is insurance by means of the budget. 


He did not reject a rate insurance by means of premiums, but insurance by 
means of the budget requires, according to him, basic clarification. 


An internal staff within the Ministry of Industry is currently studying 
various alternatives for preserving export profits by means of a system 
which will assure a realistic exchange for the exporter. 


There is being studied, among other things, a pian for insuring the rate, 
whose purpose will be to assure coordination of changes in the currency rate 
to changes in the local costs in production. 


A committee headed by Yoram Blizoveki, the deputy director of finance within 
the ministry, will present proposals for establishing means of assuring pro- 
fits in exports. The committee did not limit itself to changes in exchange 

rates. 


For some time, the Ministry of Industry has supported the possibility of 
encouraging export by means of rate insurance. The ministry views this 
measure as complementary to credit extended to the exporter, and not as 
a device to replace credit.

[Text] Financial market circles in London reported yesterday that a major 
British real estate company intends to seek one third of a new loan valued 
at $30 million, This is the first international dollar-valued iseve of its 
kind by a British company [involving funds) from a Mideast state--in this 
case, Kuwait--in 6 years. 


The funds for the company Metropolitan and Property International, a sub- 
sidiary of the parent company, will be assembled through convertible Euro- 
dollar bonds paying 8.25 percent interest. 


The operation will be managed by two groups: Morgan Grenfell and Company 
and the Kuwaiti International Investment Company. 


Also participating in the management of the loan will be the Industrial Bank 
of Kuwait; Morgan Stanley International; (Brussels Lambert) Bank; Pearson; 
(Heldring) and Pearson; S.G. Warburg; and (Odli) Limited, 


A spokesman for the British company informed the Kuwaiti News Agency that 
at least 30 percent of the $30-million issue will be subscribed to in the 
Middle East area. 


The spokesman added that the remaining portion will be subscribed to in 
Great Britain, Europe and the Far East. 


The bonds will mature in 15.5 years and can be converted into shares of the 
Metropolitan and Property Company beginning in 1981. 


The company is the second largest on the British stock exchange and possesses 
assets worth 643 million pounds sterling ($1.5 billion). 
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The company intends to use the loan to expand its interests in the United 
States, where it has a subsidiary called M.A.P.C. American Properties Bank, 


The American subsidiary possesses holdings worth a little over $100 million, 
[te investment properties include offices in Houston, Las Vegas and Minneapolis. 


The spokesman said: "We believe that this is a good time to expand the 
company's intereste in the United States with the aim of relying on the 
success of ite investments and in order to take advantage of new opportunities 
which will probably appear in the near future.”

PHALANGE PARTY LEADER JUMAYYIL INTERVLEWED 
Milan IL BORGHESE in Italian 10 Aug 80 pp 920-922 


[Report on interview with Bashir Jumayyil by Duccio Di Michele: "Toward 
a Christian National State in Lebanon: Romulus and Remus in Beirut") 


{Text} Beirut--"There had to be bloodshed, unfortunately and alas! We 
had no alternative. Those other Christians had let themselves drift into 
the languors of Capua, and tolerated the bordello that has reigned [over 
the country] since the end of the civil war, leaving Lebanon not only at 
the mercy of the Syrians and Palestinians but also of the dope traffickers 
and smugglers. It was a terrible, heart-rending thing, Christians against 
Christians--absurd, incredible, suicidal. But Dany just let things putrefy, 
concerned only with [his] millions. His own father, Camille Shamun, suf- 
fered for it, but the spirit of the ‘clan,’ the family, was too strong. 
That's why we launched Operation Trojan Horse, and within a few minutes 
the Tigers no longer existed.’ 


This is how the Phalangists explain the night of the “heavy hand" that 
overwhelmed the garrison of the "Liberals." 


Was this tragic exploit really necessary or urgent? To Bashir Jumayyil, 
the new strong man of the Lebanese Maronites, it recalled the episode of 
Romulus and Remus. 


All civil wars characteristically degenerate into clan warfare within fac- 
tions, and Lebanon was no exception. It took 200 dead for Romulus to win 
the upper hand by force over Remus. Two hundred dead and 600 wounded in 

a nation of 3 million that lost 50,000 in the civil war would not have been 
a huge figure if the Phalangists' victory had not precipitated fundamental 
consequences for the future of Lebanon and the Near East. With the assis- 
tance of two collaborators, IL BORGHESE “shot a film" of that "night of 

the long knives." 


"The Trojan Horse’ 


7? July--In his office, furnished in presidential style, Bashir Jumayyil, 
commander of the Kataeb, Christian Phalangists, conferred for the last time 





with his General Staff, garbed in the green un orm of the commandos--all 
young wolves with emaciated faces, There was Munzer, the Phalange Party's 
lawyer and spokesman, There was Pussy, commando chief who, in 1978, blew 

up the Palestinians’ munitions factory at Tell Al-Zaatar in Beirut, making 

it with a handful of volunteers through the city sewers. There was Jo who, 
at 27, commanded the entire Christian cuarter of Ashrafieh. There was Kamal, 
28, and others. All of them repeatedly assured Shaykh Bashir, "We're ready!" 


Dark and thickset, Bashir, 33, glances through the big window at the Bay of 
Beirut, spread out before his eyes, with ships lying gutted in the port and 
the sea-front boulevard lined with buildings reduced to rubble or pocked 
with shell-holes,. Within a few hours he will rule over this city, once a 
tourist paradise, the joie de vivre of the Lebanese people, today a victim 
in the grip of chaos, racketeering, drugs and contraband, moral and national 
fragmentation--indeed, a whorehouse, Within a few hours he will see to it 
that the law and order of the Phalange Party dominates. 


Noon. One after the other, the “operational chiefs" go out through the 
armored door on the way to their respective posts. Alone, Bashir prays, 
staring long at the single photo on his desk, a portrait of his only daughter, 
Maya, killed on 23 February at the age of 20 months when they blew up her 
father's car. He, the target, was not in the car at that moment. Whose 
target? The Shamunites', of course. This he firmly believes, although 
there is nothing to prove it. Between Lebanon's two [principal] Christian 
parties a long series of vendettas had piled up a number of corpses over 
the years. Officially they met, clapped each other on the shoulder, signed 
agreements and swore eternal friendship, but mortal rivalry seethed below 
the surface. 


Since the assassination of Maya, Bashir has not been the same man I met in 
July 1978 (cf. IL BORGHESE, No 32/33 of that year: "Rome Dies in Beirut"). 
He wanted to end it all with the "Tigers." Thus, he summoned Camille Shamun, 
former president of Lebanon and several times prime minister, who called in 
the American Marines during the insurrection of 1958, and [subsequently] 
organized his own Christian militia: Numur, the "Tigers." 


At 82, Shamun, with his elegant figure and wavy white hair, is still a leader 
of parts in Lebanon. Some of his powers he delegated to his 50-year-old son 
Dany. United in the common struggle against the Palestinians and the so- 
called "progressives," Tigers and Phalangists concluded a "political" truce 
and set up a united military front. But when the Palestinians were subdued 
and militarily driven well back and with the Syrians so beleaguered that 

they couldn't hang on much longer in Lebanon, the two [leading] Christian 
clans fell to fighting each other for supremacy. 


The Phalangists were worried. The zones occupied by the Tigers left much 

to be desired, and many Tigers metamorphosed into wolves, avid for lucre 

and the indolent life. Too much contraband money floated around among them, 
and too much corruption was tainting Shamun's supermillionaire tribe. The 
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superficial observer did not see that while the Phalangists lived in austere 
poverty, the Tigers were rolling in money, that where the former constituted 

a sort of petite bourgecisie or Christian proletariat, the latter resurrected, 
aymbolically at least, the old Lebanon of gambling casinos, dance halle in 

the mountains, and millions [of dollars) stashed away in Paris and Rio de 
Janeiro, 


Jumayyil repeatedly brought these facts to the Shamunites' attention, but 
rien a faire. Bashir, therefore, decided to take action in the deepest 
secrecy. On the night of 7 July, 500 of his best Kataeb, all in mufti and 
unarmed, issued forth from the Phalangist garrison, gathered together at 
point X, and boarded supply trucks that served the Christian zone. In the 
cabins, the drivers likewise wore mufti. Behind them, 30 well-armed men 
per truck huddled among a few sacks of flour. This was Operation Trojan 
Horse, devised to "avoid bloodshed and a frontal clash with their Shamunite 
brethren," 


The trucks headed for the Shamunites' main fortification at Saffrah, north 
of Juniyah. All unsuspecting, the sentries opened the gates to the garrison. 
Inside, the trucks disgorged a floodtide of Phalangists, who opened fire 

and demanded surrender. Knowing down to the smallest detail the most favor- 
able positions to overrun, the Phalangists enjoyed the advantage of their 
surprise tactics. Still, slaughter was inevitable, and about 200 men died. 

A massacre? Perhaps. But the 3,000 prisoners taken indicated that the 
number of victims would have been higher had there been a frontal clash. 


One by one all the Tigers’ bastions fell after Jumayyil, who extended his 
offensive throughout the Christian-controlled area, spread the word that 

the Shamunites had surrendered. Suddenly the elderly Camille Shamun was 

left stripped of his arms and his legions, while Jumayyil was urging all 

militiamen to join the Phalangists. 


But why all this, asked the defeated. "Why must we create a new State, a 
new, single Lebanese national army?" Because we want no more clans, the 
Phaiangists replied. 


At 5 that afternoon, Shamun surrendered officially to Jumayyil at the 
Monastery of St Antonio. 


The Tragedy Behind the Scenes 


An extraordinary meeting took place in the presence of Pierre Jumayyil, 75, 
founder of the Phalange Party. With his hair cropped in the style of the 
1930's, with his raucous voice and pugilist face (he closely resembles the 
great boxer Georges Carpentier), Jumayyil Sr offered Shamun the honorary 
presidency of che united Christians, at the same time urging him to banish 
his son Dany from political life. (Although Dany obviously lacked his 
father's political acumen and the military expertise of his rival Bashir, 
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Shamun had appointed him military commander of the Tigers.) Shamun accepted 
jumayyil's suggestion but could not speak for his son, who had vanished from 
the ecefie, 


Pierre Jumayyil gave the order not to “touch the Shamun family” and freed 
those (Shamunite) prisoners who swore they would take up arma again only 
ae Phalangiste. 


Captain of (Lebanon's) national football team, at the 36 Olympic Games in 
Berlin, Pierre Jumayyil discovered the Italian team and their special style. 
Fascinated, back in Lebanon he established his circle of Phalangists, first 
a8 4 Sports association, later becoming 4 political movement with ite own 
deputies and ministers, then a paramilitary group, which he ultimately transe- 
formed into 4 genuine, trained army. The Palestinians and the Syrians know 
something about that. So do the Shamunites who, with their 10,000 men, were 
helpless against Jumayyil’e 40,000. 


One after the other, like the (three) Horatius brothers defeating the three 
Curatii, the Phalangiste elisinated the other Christian clans, which they 
accused of “double dealing and dangerous indolence." Among them was the 
faction led by Franjieh, 70, ex-President of Lebanon, who opposed a tol! 

on the grain traffic imposed by Christian customs at the frontiers. 


Someone Gay ask: what will Dany Shamun do now that he has teamed up with 
Franjieh, and the two have been “taken into serious consideration by the 
progressive Palestinians ae allies in solidarity.” It would be more to the 
point to ask inetead what they can do ag inst the strength of Jumayyil, who 
remains the only victor on the terrain. Of these three Christian clans con- 
tending for power, only one has emerged dominant--the Phalange Party. As 
Bashir explained, “Politics don't interest we. I have no personal ambitions. 
| would never have entered the arena if it hadn't been for the threat of a 
Christian genocide and the death of Lebanon.” 


But why thie war among Christians today? 


“Because there are too many abadays, emali-time gang bosses, who rob, destroy 
like vandals, surder and run racketse-<and, to cap it off, who are Christians, 
but not Christians of our stripe. I want to put an end to this anarchy, to 
this rabble-ocracy, drug smuggling, contraband trafficking, everything that 
dishonore us. They have forgotten that our war will go on until we free 

the country from the Palestinian and Syrian invaders. And if some Lebanese 
favor colonizing a part of the country, then we shall install ourselves 
independent and sovereign on the territory we control.” 


The New State 
Bashir Jumayyil, now master of Christian Lebanon's destiny, telis me about 


the firet measures his party has adopted: “Along the entire seacoast north 
of Beirut, from Tabariah to Aquamarina, we are closing 411i the clandestine 
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ports, bays and coves to the smuggling of heroin, Internally we are taking 
charge of public order, The time of gangs, clans, bosses and underworld 
crime is over. The Chrietian forces are now unified, with a single uniform, 
a single flag, a single command, 4 single name: The Lebanese Forces, We 
are 4 etrong military and political power, working to reunite all combatants, 
including the tiger cuba and the Volunteers of the Cedar, into a single 
force de frappe of 40,000 men, We have our own supply ports, our heavy 
artillery, our Canke, our helicopters and, very soon, our fighter planes on 
our own airfields. From Thureday, 1/ October, on, anyone who ia not 4 mnem- 
ber of our army or our police force will be forbidden to wander around the 
Christian zone in battle=-dress, armed or transporting a weapon. Only our 
Phalangiste with a mission ordered by the Lebanese Army chief of etaff will 
be authorized to wear the uniform and bear arms, Those who violate the law 
will be arrested and tried by our courte." 


This new de facto state comprises some 2,000 square kilometers controlled 
by Bashir Jumayyil's cohorts, extending from the Rue de Damas in Beirut to 
the south as far as the port of Batrun, north of Byblos, and from the 
Mediterranean to the line marking the crest of Mts Sannin and (Beharri). 

To defend thie Christian minirealm, Jumayyil can mobilize another 40,000 
men in the mountain villages within a few hours, like the Ieraeli reserves. 
Every man is already equipped with arma; he only has to don his uniform, 
load his weapon, and join his unit. 


"Because the Lebanese police are inept,” Jumayyil went on, “we are forming 
our own National Guard, which will not only oversee road traffic and public 
order but also concern itself with criminal cases. If someone steals your 
car, our agente will find it. Justice will be reorganized on the Phalangist 
model, with civil and military courts functioning on the Western style. In 
other words, we have determined to fill the void left by the Lebanese State, 
which existe only on paper, thanke to the ‘good heart’ of the Syrians and 
Palestinians. At the moment, for example, 10 Phalangists are subject to 
court martial and threatened witht the death sentence for violating a 7 July 
order and killing civilians.” 


Meanwhile, in 411 Lebanon, wracked by 4 succession of wars and guerrilia 
forave, the Christian zone is the only one to heal the wounds, to rebuild 
everywhere and restore collective life. In the east, the Christian tele- 
phone syetex works better than the state exchanges in the western sector 
of Beirut. The Christian municipalities are operating as before, whereas 
the other city administrations are nonexistent. “he streets are clean and 
illuminated, while elsewhere there is only filth and darkness. There is 
no shortage of doctors or medicine in their hospitals. The Christians pro- 
vide public transportation, with regular service between Beirut and the 
mountains. Tiey even have radio stations: the Voice of Free Lebanon, 
which transmits from Junivah, and the Voice of the Cedar, from the eastern 
sector of Beirut. Within 2 months, the Christiane wili have their own 
television 








Thia neoetate collects its own taxes to construct empirica.ly brick by brick 
according to ite various immediate needs, Induatrialiatse, traders, service 
station owners pay taxes at a fixed rate, For a gallon of gas you pay 4 

tax equivalent to roug! §.20,. In Brumana, 4 smart diatrict of Beirut, a 
gae station proprietor declared that the Phalangiste “administer taxes better 
than all the preceding parliamentary governments.” Every restaurant check 
includes a contribution to the Chrietian State: 2 percent of the total, 


"We need thie money,” Jumayyil explains, “because we will not stop. We 

mean to emancipate all Lebanon, What would Carter or Kreilsky say if they 
were asked to cede part of the United States or Austria to accommodate the 
Palestinians’? We don't want to chase them away, we only want them to remem- 
ber that they're not in their own home, they're our gueste, Then why should 
it be demanded of us, and at our expense’ To win respect for Lebanon, we 
must be strong. The areas occupied by the Palestinians must be returned to 
us, absolutely. That's why we've had to reunite, for love or for strength, 
under 4 single banner. One day we shall reunite with our brothers in the 
south, the troops of Major Haddad, a Christian. They have already liberated 
their territory and opened the frontier with Ierael, Meanwhile, we're 
beginning to send Phalangist ambassadors out into the world. I, too, intend 
to go soon to the United States, where we have a powerful friend: Ronald 
Reagan,”

revolutionary regime which defends ite national sovereignty and partici- 
pates, in an effective manner, in a struggle waged for the sake of Pan= 
Arab and international causes, 


if we take a look at the series of plote which have been launched againat 
the Yemeni revolution since the outbreak of the 26 September and 

\4 Oetober revolutions, we find that hostile reactionary propaganda has 
been, and atill is, one of the chief means utilized by hostile forces in 
their efforte to mislead public opinion and continue their psychological 
warfare against our nation and ite progressive forces. For example, the 
forces hostile to our revolution beamed secret broadcasts to the northern 
part of Yemen during the hostile military campaigns which aimed at captur- 
ing revolutionary San‘a’ and bringing down the 26 September Republic. In 
addition to this, these hostile forces have engaged in biased media cam- 
patene which are againet all revolutionary developments in our country. 
They aim to create misgivings about our nation's progressive achievements 
through ite patient and difficult struggle, in spite of the acarcity of 
our material resources and potential. These media campaigns have also 
sought to slander the relations of friendship and cooperation which bind 
revolutionary Yemen with all forces of liberation, progress, peace, and 
socialiem in both the Arab world and the entire world. 


It is no exaggeration that we were not at all surprised by this hysterical 
media campa 1 which was recently organized by forces hostile to our «evo- 
lution. We «pected «a campaign such as thie against all the new deve.op 
mente in our country. However, the confidence which we have in ourselves 
and in the soundness of the path we are pursuing has enabled us to face 
this hate-filled media campaign and make it backfire in the faces of those 
who are waging it.

southern part of our nation, and | aleo made frequent visite to this 

city during the revolution, During that period of time, the thing which 
bound uae to our great cause, namely, the cause of liberating the southern 
part of our nation and reuniting our country, was a set of great and com- 
plicated concerna which reflected the enormity of the national task we 
were taced with, 


Uteat are the moments when 4 man recalls the victories of the past as he 
continues the atruggle to consolidate current revolutionary gains. My 
recent visit to the city of Ta’ize brought back to me memories of many of 
the original freedom-fightere who used to come to this historic city in 
order to supply themselves with weapons and the things which they needed 
to pursue the struggle againet British occupation of Southern Yemen. I 
was also reminded of the difficult circumstances under which our revolu- 
tionary battle was waged for our people in both parts of our nation. I 
was aleo reminded of the conspiracies engaged in, by some who had been 
thought to be with the revolution, against the revolution both before and 
atter inde, oadence., 


[Question] It is clear that both the national and international dimen- 
sions of the Yemeni revo! mn are among the most important features of 
the revolutionary activity of the Yemeni people. This has become apparent 
on the national level in the basic, resolute struggle of the Yemeni revo- 
lutionary movement to achieve the unity of Yemen in terms of territory 
and people, since this is considered to be one of the most important 
strategic goals of the 26 September and 14 October revolutions. This 
has also been apparent on the international level in the firm strategic 
alliance between revolutionary Yemen and the groups of international 
revolutionary movements, at the forefront of which is the socialist camp

with regard to the cause of Yemeni unity and the alliance with the Soviet 
Lnion. Following the recent hanges in your country, there was a flurry 
f activity against you on the part of the imperialist propaganda media. 
u stood up and defended vourselves against these hostile propaganda 


Pollowing all f this, we ticed that a BSritieh tournailist wrote in the 
British magazine THE PCONOMIST; ‘Abd al-Fattah (avore unity and ‘Ali 
Nasir favore unit | | al-Pattah is pro-Soeviet and ‘Ali Nasir is pro 
Soviet. miv Socraté mm tell we the real truth about them.” This 
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reveals the fact that these news media realize that your revolutionary 
course has been set, It also confirma the vital importance of the 

issues of Yemeni unity and Yemeni alliance with the Soviet Union in the 
course of the revolutionary struggle of the Yemeni people, led by the 
Yemeni Socialist Party. Thies ise something which both annoys and alarms 
forces which are hostile to you. Let me take this opportunity, dear com- 
rade, to ask you the tollowing: What has been achieved in the realm of 
Yemeni unity, and how do you see the future of the necessary struggle to 
bring it about’ 


|Anewer) First of all, let me point out that we had a good laugh when 

we read what was written by the British journalist referred to in your 
question. The thing that wae written in THE ECONOMIST is clear proof of 
the extent of the inaccuracy and sensationalism which afflicts imperial- 
ist news media, These news media have reached the level where their mas- 
ters have become afflicted with confusion. This has robbed the people who 
work in the imperialist news media of the ability to comprehend the revo- 
lutionary developments taking place in our country. For this reason, 

they were forced to ask Socrates for aid in their search for the truth 
about us. Real strength lies in relying upon the masses which no power 

on earth can subjugate. We, the Yemeni revolutionaries, realize very 

well the power of relying on the people. By using our own resources, we 
managed to expel both che Turktsh and British invaders, we were able to 
bring down the rovalist regime and resist the onslaught waged against the 
Yemeni revolution by reactionary forces, and we were able to frustrate all 
plots aimed at eliminating the progressive gains and achievements realized 
by our people. 


With regard to the Yemeni national cause, I want to emphasize the fact 
that the reunification of Yemen is considered to be one of the vital de- 
mands of the masees. Because this is true, the broad masses of the peo- 
ple, from the hills of the north to Aden in the south, are the forces we 
rely upon in our struggle to achieve Yemeni unity. 


We know that there are hostile forces which are afraid of seeing Yemen 
unified. They want our country to remain fragmented and they want our 
people to remain under the threat of foreign reactionary political domi- 
nation. They hope that they will be able to intervene in our internal 
affairs by means of thie political fragmentation of our country. But our 
nation does not at all intend to allow interference in its internal 
affaires, nor will it allow any conspiracies against its legitimate strug- 
gie to reunify the Yement nation. 


It is impossible for our nation to adopt any political concepts which 
justify fragmentation and conse:rate it behind a facade of security and 
stability. This is because true security and stability are organically 
tied to the achievement of Yemeni unity. Events are confirming the fact 
that the enemles of the Yemeni people are trying to keep Yemen fragmented 








in order to be able to plot against the security and stability of our 
nation and place obstacles in the course of our nation's tireless, 
legitimate struggle for social progress and a new life. This applies 

to the entire region and constitutes a source of constant tension which 
threatens the security, stability and progress of all nations of the area. 


For thie reason, we believe in our legitimate right to achieve social 
progress and reunification of our country, just as we believe in the 
right of any nation to choose its own course of independent development. 
We believe that nations having different social systems can peacefully 
coexist on the basis of mutual respect of national sovereignty and non- 
interference in the internal affairs of others. 


The fact is that we have made great progress by way of realizing our 
Yemeni national cause. It is impossible to abandon this cause, and our 
enemies will not succeed in stopping its growth, unless they strip the 
entire Yemeni people of their patriotien. 


Yemeni patriots, as well as all honorable and upright people who believe 
in the principles of the 26 September and 14 October revolutions, are 
capable of carrying out the will of the nation by means of joint action 
and a responsible fraternal dialogue which lead to the achievement of 
Yemeni unity on the basis of peaceful and democratic principles. 


Experience in joint action between the leaders of the two halves of Yemen, 
in keeping with unity agreements and declarations, testifies to the abil- 
ity of honorable and upright Yemenis to solve the dilemmas of political 
tragmentation in a climate free of war and tension which foreign inter- 
ference tries to promote in Yemeni internal affairs. 


There is still a long way to go before our country is reunited. But we 
have already achieved quite a bit in our pursuit of national unity. We 
must preserve these achievements and continue to advance along the peace- 
ful democratic course which the leaders of both parts of our country have 
adopted for the sake of realizing the unity of the Yemeni nation. 


[Question] Among the Yemenis in both parts of your country, you are known 
t- be a person who combines theory with practice and does not separate 
be.ween them. This has been reflected in the position you adopted with 
regard to the issue of unity. You were the first one to sign the unity 
agreement in Cairo in 1972. Some people say that your conscious enthusiasm 

r the unity of vour nation and people has earned you the love and respect 

f the Yemeni masses in both rartse of the country. During your last visit 
to San'a’, you enjoyed the broad support of the masses as was apparent in 
the tremendous reception you received in Northern Yemen from both officials 
and people there. How do vou explain this? 


[Anewer) The leader of the great October Socialist Revolution said: 
“There is no revolutionary movement without revolutionary theory.” All

practice ts of necessity an embodiment of a theoretical position or parti- 
cular view of life and of the world, In my opinion, there isa no practice 
which exists in a vacuum and apart from a theoretical position. Reaction- 
ary practice is the application of reactionary theory. When the imperial- 
ists do something in practice, they are doing so in defense of the theory 
of capitalism. The difference between revolutionary practice and reaction- 
ary or imperialist practice ia that revolutionary practice is practice which is 
progressive. This is because it is based on revolutionary theory, the 
theory of scientific socialiem. When we in Democratic Yemen dialectically 
combine theory with practice, we merely strive to realize our revolutionary 
dream, This dream is the building of a society of material and spiritual 
abundance and prosperity which will be free of exploitation of man by man. 


Our feelings about practice are also genuine when it comes to dealing with 
the iesue of Yemeni unity. Eight years ago we had the honor of signing the 
unity agreement. We did not simply shout enthusiastic or emotional slogans 
of unity. We have transformed this slogan into practice and made it 4 part 
of our national struggle. When the 14 October Revolution occurred, it was 
essentially a revolution againet the fragmentation which had been caused by 
the colonialists inthe southern half of the country, and was a step on the 
road toward reunifying both halves of our Yemeni nation. The fact is that 
the unity of Yemen is regarded as being a sacred cause of the Yemeni people 
in the same way that the cause of socialism is a sacred cause for the 
Yemeni working class. 


During my last visit to San'a', and, before that, during the visit of 
"Abd al-'Aziz ‘Abd al-Ghani, the prime minister of the northern half 

of Yemen, to Aden, the masses clearly demonstrated that they held unity 
in just as high regard as the party does. Hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple came out and demonstrated in favor of unity. Because unity is a 
sacred cause, it deserves struggle and sacrifice on the part of all of 
us Yemeni revolutionaries until it is achieved. While our conscious 
struggle for unity has earned us the high regard and respect of the 
masses, it has also furthered the status of the Yemeni Socialist Party 
to which we belong and which is the loyal fighter for, and defender of, 
unity. The Yemeni Socialist Party is considered to be unionist in the 
composition of both its leadership and rank-and-file, and in its 
political, organizational, and ideological life. Our explanation for 
all of this is the fact that our entire Yemeni nation, in spite of pres- 
ent circumstances, hungers for unity. 


There is no power on earth which will be able to strip the Yemeni people 
of the ardent desire which they have to see their nation united. No 
matter how long it takes, our socialist party, as well as all other 
democratic national Yemeni elements and forces, will continue tu pursue 
our struggle to achieve the unity of our nation. Our opinion is that the 
results which have been achieved so far can be considered positive and 

are providing the leaders of both halves of the country with the potential 
to continue the peaceful, democratic struggle to bring the dawn of the day 
of unity closer. 








[Question] What is your analysis of the displeasure shown by American 
circles concerning your recent visit to Northern Yemen, as manifested in 
provocative statements, broadcast by the news agencies, made by American 
sources while you were in San‘a’? 


(Anewer|] It is only natural that American imperialist and reactionary 
circles should be annoyed by my recent visit to San‘a’ and dialogue with 
my friend Col ‘Ali ‘Abdallah Salih. And you can be sure that these cir- 
cles are now annoyed by the results of the visit. The results were posi- 
tive and were valuable for the Yemeni nation. Why are these circles 
angry about the rapprochement of the two halves of the country and about 
Yemeni unity? The reason is simple, but is a very important one. 


First of all, there is the strategic position of Yemen which holds the 
key to the southern entrance of the sea which is an international artery 
of maritime transport. Second, Yemen is close to the world's reservoir 
of ofl which international imperialism depends upon to keep its economic 
machine going. Third, Yemen contains considerable human potential, a 
large geographical area, and national resources which gave it the poten- 
tial to achieve rapid social development. Fourth, Yemen is a source of 
cheap manpower for the labor market. For all of these reasons, these 
cireles are afraid of unity and of any rapprochement between the two 
halves of Yem~n. Motivated by their own interests, they prefer to see 
the two halves of Yemen remain caught up in a whirlpool of tension and 
periodic crises. 


These circles are very obviously striving and conspiring to upset the 
peaceful situation which exists between the two halves of Yemen and to 
create a rift between them, as they have done before. Imperialist and 
reactionary circles believe that the Yemeni patriots and revolutionaries 
do not see through the imperialist and reactionary game and the plotting 
secretly going on against Yemeni unity. We know what is being plotted in 
various places, and we know what was going on during our visit to San‘a’. 
These actions on the part of the imperialist and reactionary circles 
clearly reveal that they do not want the Yemeni people to be united and 
to march along the road of progress, although they sometimes give lip 
service to the unification of the Yemeni people. 


Yemeni unity is the fate and destiny of the Yemeni nation. Since this 

is true, our enthusiasm, backed by a resolute struggle, will never 
slacken. If some of these circles feel that it is a source of stabil- 

ity for this whole area for Yemen to remain divided into two parts, they 
should know that we will never cease striving for ~he unif ‘cation of 
Yemen. This is because we believe that the existence of a united and 
democratic Yemen ts an important factor of stability ‘or the area, whereas 
the existence of two Yemens does not help to strengthen this stability. 

In fact it could be that such a ¢ivided Yemen, supported by these imperial- 
ist and reactionary circles, threerens such stability. Past experience 
has taught us a lot about this. 
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[Question] A few weeks ago, you mde a visit to Syria and the Soviet 
Union. There are news reports now which say that you have decided to 
visit Saudi Arabia and some of the countries of the area. Could you 
please clarify to us the rationale of these visits in the context of 
Democratic Yemen's foreign policy, and could you tell us what future 
changes are to be expected as a result of then’ 


[Answer] Ic is well-known that our foreign policy is based on the prin- 
ciples of peaceful coexistence, mutual respect for the national sovereignty 
of other nations, and noninterference in the internal affairs of others. 

It is also based on the principle of a firm alliance with the international! 
revolutionary movement in its struggle against international imperialism. 
It is a policy which ultimately aims at providing suitable international 
circumstances for the development of the revolutionary process inside our 
country. 


It is on the basis of this premise that we view our visit to Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, and the United Arab Emirates. It is a visit within the framework 
of the efforts which Democratic Yemen is expending to achieve stability 
for the area and fruitful cooperation between the area's nations--coopera- 
tion based on a good-neighbor policy, mutual respect for the national 
sovereignty of others, and independence. In our estimation, the area 
right now, more than ever, is in need of stability. This stability cannot 
be strengthened, unless all of the countries of the area make a contribu- 
tion through exchanges of visits, coordination of policy, and cooperation 
based on respect. 


One of the motives of our program of visits to the ountries of the Gulf 
is our legitimate concern about actions being taken by the imperialists. 
We have seen such actions embodied in the establishment of military bases 
in Oman and in the threats to use military force to intervene in the area 
to protect the oil interests of the imperialists and keep the oil flowing. 


Their plan has become clear. It has alerted the countries of the area to 
the danger of the situation in the future and to the necessity of confront- 
ing it. We share the opinion of all of our neighboring countries which 
have expressed the‘r disapproval of the aggressive aims of American in- 
perialism. We add our efforts to theirs for the sake of resisting the 
danger of imperialism and defending the peace and stability of the area. 
Periaps some circles are trying to portray the danger as coming from the 
Soviet Union and a. resulting from the good relations which exist between 
it anc Democratic Yemen. But these circles cannot hide from the nations 

of the area the true intention of the plans being hatched by the United 
States, which is an ally of the Zionists--the enemy of the Arab people. 

In any case, we hope that the results of our visit to the countries of 

the Arabian Peninsula and the Gulf will be a positive factor not only 

in the development of relations of mutual respect, but also in the strength- 
ening of stability and .verting the dangers of the plans being hatched 

by American imperialism. 
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Concerning efforts to atrengthen Democratic Yemen's status on the inter 
national level, we have planned a future program to visit a number of the 
countries in the socialist camp. They are Hungary, Romania, Poland and 
the German Democratic Republic. Naturally, visits to these countries 
are within the scope of international activity undertaken by our country 
to atrengthen our relations of [triendship and cooperation with the coun- 
tries of the socialist camp. These relations are based on revolutionary 
internationalism and solidarity in the battle against international 
imperialism and the struggle for world peace, 


Prior to the visits which we are going to be making, we have already 
Visited our tellow-Arab country of Syria and our friend, the Soviet Union. 
The visit to Syria achieved very valuable results for us. The most impor- 
tant of these resuits was the strengthening of our ties with Syria in our 
mutual struggle. Syria is a country which stands on the front lines fac- 
ing both the Zionist enemy and internal reactionary torces. Under these 
circumstances, Syria needs the backing and support of the Arab forces of 
national Liberation and of all Arab regimes which are eager to promote 
Arab solidarity. Our visit to the Soviet Union was also one which acquired 
special importance. This visit emphas ‘zed the fact that our relations 
with the Soviet Union are basic and are deeprooted, and that their foun- 
dations cannot be shaken by anyone. The visit aiso emphasized the fact 
that the Soviet Union is a loyal friend of the Yemeni people as well as 

of all peoples who are freedom-loving and are aspiring to have a better 
future, 


in short, the aim of the visits we have made, and are still making, is 
the creative application of the guidelines set by our Yemeni Socialist 
Party's first congress. The goal of these guidelines is the creation of 
international circumstances which are favorable to social progress in our 

suntry and to a growing international process of national liberation and 
world peace. 


Question] There has been talk of the existence of mediation between you 
and the Sultanate of Oman. What is your point of view with regard to 
recent developments in the Gulf area. In particular, we would like to 
learn what vour position is with regard to this mediation, in view of the 
fact that the Sultanate of Oman is being transformed into a military 


ba for American imperialism’? 

Answer! <All right, | will tell you my trank opinion about this subject. 
As you know, a number o! historic and geographical factors bind our coun- 
tiv to the Sultanate of Oman. We are neighbors, and there are close 


social and historic ties between the femenis and the Omanis. It is tor 
this reason that, as vou have noticed, our relations with the Omani peo- 
ple are special ones. The Omani people, like our people in Yemen, have 
been fighting for national liberation from foreign domination. Our 
.emeni people and the Omani people have been faced by a single enemy, and 
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they have had commen goais, Our fevelution has been Victorious, whereas 
the revolution of the Omani people has been confronted with some diffi- 
culties, 


Naturally, the political developments which have occurred in the Sultanate 
of Oman were having effeets reaching beyond ite borders, The aim of the 
foreign presence in Omin was not only to prevent the emergence of Onan's 
imependent personality and to deprive it of any essence of national inde- 
pendence, This foreign presence was also threatening the security of our 
country and our citivens, This has been proven by the attacks which the 
sultanate’s armed forces have launched against the eastern areas of our 
country, 


When the sultanate was confronted with the revolution being waged by the 
Omani people, opinions and remarks started surfacing here and there, the 
upshot of which was that 4 normalisation of relations with Oman could be 
4 cptribution on our part toward removing the foreign presence from Oman, 
Developments took place, and we agreed to mediation by fellow-Arabse for 
the sake of normlization of relations on the basis that this would serve 
the interests of the Arab nation as a whole, We expressed our opinions 
about this metter, and said that return of the sultanate to the ranks of 
Arab solidarity, its exit from the group of nations supporting Camp David, 
and affirmation of the independence of the Omani people, would be impor- 
tant contributors to normalization of relations between us and Oman, 


Recently, while we have been waiting for practical steps to be taken by 
this sultanate to return to the Arab ranks, we have seen it do quite the 
opposite. First of all, it is agreeing to grant America military facili- 
ties on ite territory. Our fellow-Arabs have alerted us to the danger of 
the situation to the security of the Arabs. When this sultanate saw no 
resolute response on the part of the Arabs, it went even farther and 
signed 4 military agreement with America. According to it, some land, 
ports, and airporte in the Arab nation of Oman have been transformed into 
hostile military bases to be used by the American imperialists. This not 
only represents a danger to our people in Democratic Yemen, but also 
basically represents an open challenge to the feelings and dignity of 

the peoples of the region. These people, due to the position taken by 
Oman and due to the American military bases, have come to be at the mercy 
of the bayonets and battleships of the Americans. in view of this, how 
is it even possible to talk about relations between us and the Sultanate 
of Oman, or of what remains of the Arab mediation efforts to normalize 
our relations with Oman’ 


Oman iteelf has set up a barrier to having relations with use, and has 
been content to be remote from all Arabs to whom freedom and national 
Cignity are dear. 


{Question] What is vour assesement of the situation with regard to the 
Palestinian revolution wd Lebanon, both of which face conspiratorial 
plans” 
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|Afewer | There ia fo doubt that the steadfastness of the lalest inian 
revolution and its alliance with the ferees of the Arab and international 
national liberation Mevements, afe among the Moat important factors whieh 
have helped defeat ail the hostile and conspiratorial plans aimed at lLiqui- 
dating the Palestine cause and imposing Zioniet imperialist hegemony over 
the Arab peoples, 


We know very well that there are plane being hatched under the cover of 
darkness to crush the alliance between the Palestinian resistance move- 
ment and the Lebanese National Movement, as well as weaken the Steadfast - 
hess and Resistance front, This is within the framework of the action 
taken by the imperialists, Zionists, and Sadat to liquidate the achieve-

Current State of Education 
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fating 10 fase up to theme, De Atiee 
Hardallo, president University 
Khartoum academic staff trades union. 
told Suadanow that the Education 
Act of 1975 deprived the university

Outside the wails of Km 26. the ac 
ceptance of the refugees b> the inhabi 
tants of surrounding communities has 
been limited due to cultural differences 
and resentment based on the shortage of 
commodities.

PHALANGE SECTARIAN PARTITIONIST PLAN ASSAILED 
Damascus AlL-BA'TH in Arabic 14 Jul 80 pp i, Li 
{Article: “Countering the Leolationiet Plan in Lebanon") 


{Text} Contrary to all initial estimates that viewed events of the last 
few daye in the eastern areas of Beirut ae 4 mere war of liquidation within 
the Lebanese Front over control of the political and military leadership 

of this front, all advance indications are that the campaign of liquidation 
launched by the Phalange Party against the positions of the National Liberal 
Party [WLP] fe just the firet phase of an integrated plan to assemble 
rightwing forces under the control of one party with a single political 

and @ilitary leadership. The purpose is to impose “de facto" control over 
part of the territory of Lebanon in preparation for establishing a sectarian 
partitioniet entity constituting ⸗ base and launching pad to impose 
domination of fascist forces over Lebanon as a whole, and to resolve current 
political and social conflict over Lebanese territory by eliminating the 
legitimate authority and imposing the Camp David plan on Lebanon, after 
liquidating the Palestinian resistance and striking a blow at the Lebanese 
nationalist forces. 


The statements of Bashir al-Jumayyil, the official spokesman of the Phalange 
Party, unveiled this plan following the end of the meetings of the Phalangist 
Political Bureau the day before yesterday. His statements contained three 
main pointe: 


Firet: Jumayyil felt that the Phalangist militias have imposed security 
and legitimacy over the whole eastern area and urged the authorities to 
complete thie task by deploying ite army in the western area and other 
areas under the control of the leftiet parties and what he termed the 
occupying forces, meaning the Palestinian resistance and the Arab Deterrent 
Forces. 


Second: The official spokesman for the Phalange Party announced that it is 
intended to “consolidate firepower” by dissolving the armed ailitias of 
the Lebanese Front within « @onth at the utmost, and replacing thes by 
“the national guard” which will handle the task of “liberating” the various 
parte of Lebanon!” 
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Third: Al-Jumayyil reaffirmed his rejection of the "2,000 equare kilometer 
Christian" state, inaiating that the whole of Lebanon would scarcely 
suffice for the ambitions of the Pasciet plan!. 


All of thie was accompanied with a wave of actions abroad, such as the 
opening of 16 political and information offices in 16 American and African 
countries. The only thing left for the Pasciet partitioniet plan is to 
announce the establishment of the sectarian mini-satate which would view 
itself as the sole substitute for the legitimate authorities. The perception 
of the teolationiet forces ise that objective conditions are now ripe for 

the success of the partitioniat plan and for moving on to the stage of 
imposing total control over Lebanon. 


During recent years, the legitimate authorities have dragged their feet 

in pursuing their unifying role and their duty of directing the dialogue 
between the various political forces on the basis of the announced principles 
for an entente in order to emerge with a common bottom-line program to save 
the unity of the country and people. Moreover, they have faltered in taking 
practical steps to rebuild state inetitutione and machinery capable of 
imposing their influence on the partitionist, isolationist entities. This 
helped to undermine the role of the legitimate authorities in bringing 
about a national entente. It aleo allowed the Fascist forces to exploit 

the position of the authorities; continue to reinforce their military 
capabilities; and receive various forme of outside support for the areas 
they control. The purpose is to complete the marshalling of their forces 
and begin their strategic offensive to dominate the whole of Lebanon. 


In contrast, the National Front facilitated the tasks of the authorities, 

and did not hang on to any of the positions it had to control during the 
armed conflict to protect vital services to the citizens. It continued to 
seek a comprehensive political solution ae an alternative to a military 
solution, and it expended much of its resources in confronting the Israeli 
invasion and aggression against Lebanese territory. There was an absence 

of effective action in this domain by the Lebanese army and by the forces 

of the Palestinian revolution. [Shortcomings) in thie regard, though limited, 
cannot be justified by any criterion. 





The Fascist forces feel that conditions are suitable for falsifying the 
essence of the existing crisis on the Lebanese scene, and portraying it as 
a Lebanese-Palestinian crisis on one hand, and a Lebanese-Syrian crisis 

on the other. These forces believe that Syria is preoccupied with 
countering the forces of the counter-revolution domestically and confronting 
the Camp David conspiracy externally. Therefore, they feel that an eruption 
of the armed struggle on the Lebanese arena on a broad scale would provide 
propitious circumstances to escalate the reactionary-imperialist conspiracy 
against Syria and expose its southwestern flank to the Zionist enemy. 


These movements, which have quickly exploded in an attempt to impose a 
de facto situation, find a suitable cover in the unusual low-key coverage 
in the western or pro-western information media, as if the world is no 
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longer concerned about the crisis or interested in ite impact. This dangerous 
conspiracy will place major responsibilities on the Lebanese nationaliat 
forces, which oppose the Fascist plan, to preserve the integrity of Lebanon 
and ite Arab people. 


The Lebanese National Front te called upon to overcome any incidental dif- 
ferences within it, and unify ite ranks on the basie of a uniform national tat 
program of action and efforts to establish an alliance of forces opposed to 
Phalangiet hegemmny over the nationalist Christian community iteel!. This 
community hae reaffirmed ite patriotiem and Arabiem at all times. The front 
should thus pave the way for forming a national salvation front, including 
all forces opposed to the authors of the racist, Fascist plan to restore 

the political unity of the country. The legitimate authorities are respon- 
sible for achieving this through active assistance, as long as they are 
capable of doing so. 


Achieving this goal, which Arab Syria has sought to accomplish through its 
call to establish “the broadest possible front of Lebanese forces," would 
ensure the creation of a nationalist antithesis of the isolationist plan 
and would defeat it. 





If the isolationist forces are placing thetr bets on the assumption that 
Syria would stand by impotently looking on at the plan to destroy Lebanon 
and wreck ite Arab affiliation, such bets are sure losers. Syria, which 
has borne many burdens and sacrifices in recent years to preserve the Arab 
character of Lebanon and to rescue it from fighting, destruction and 
partition, and has not lost ite clear perspective of the nature of the 
threats facing the Arab nation because of the Lebanese crisis--Arab Syria 
will not stand idly by while attempts are made to revive the isolationist 
partitionist plan aimed at placing Lebanon under Zionist-imperial ist 
control. Syria has sided and will side with all forces interested in the 
unity of the territory of Lebanon and of its people, and will remain 
capable of choosing the opportune moment and means to keep Lebanon a 
unified Arab country in its own way, not as desired by its enemies who are 
setting the crisis in motion and standing behind the isolationist plan.
